Their iobes are large 
and invite confidences, but their nerves 
have worked overtime so much that one 
must talk loud to make an impression. 

If his ears tell of his kindness his nose 
is the index of his knowledge of wrong and 
the motives of wrongdoers. Not large, but 
straight and with the appearance of being 
able to probe to the very depths of things, 
it is the presiding genius of his face. It 
isn't of the kind you would term busy- 
body-ish at all), but it is very knowing. 

His forehead is high and spreads back 
into his hair that looks like ever so many 
tiny curfew towers wrapped in gray mist. 
Over his ferehead are two sets of wrinkles, 
Up at the top aré the lines made when Col. 
Hogeland, the vhilanthropist, was thinking 
how to build homes, provide food, clothes 
ani educations for boys.

Col Hogeland’s mouth doesn’t tell much 
It is the regulation bouche militaire and the 
accompanying stiff mustache adds to the 
mystery.

One minute they hold papers sternly as if 
it were a dfty to do so—that’s when their 
owner talks of the sins of small boys. Then 
they make gestures and move about ener- 
getically.

Col. Hogeland’s apparel seems to be 
chosen to fit his dual position. His clean 
dinen and his square-toed, carefully blacked 
shoes tell of his notions of right and jus- 
tice.

. Curfew Bells Ring 
' in 200 Cities. 

“It is ten years since the first curfew law 
was passed. Today such a law exists in 
200 cities and the decrease in. the hoodlum 
element has been from 50 to 80 per cent in 
these cities,” said Col. Hogeland to me 
Thursday, when I asked him about the 
Success of his work. 

While he talked I was wondering what 
possessed such a kind-faced old man to 
make up a law like the curfew ordinance. 
I was rying to remember all I knew about 
this ordinance, but lines from Rose Terry 
Cocke's poem persisted tn walking through 
my mind as if in revenge for the many 
times I had said, “Curfew shall not ring 
tonight” in my childhood. 

But Col. Hogeland went on: 

“Our ordinance is not for the purpoge of 
anneying and vexing parents, but is a 
simple and practical municipal regulation 
for keeping cuildren. Within their homes 
after late hours usless accompanied by 
their parents. 

| “Our ordinance provides that in case chil- 
dren are arrested the policemen detaining 
them must take them homé and ascertain 
the. wishes of their parents before incar- 
cerating them, which is never done unless 
parents refuse to be held responsible.’’ 
.Methought that sounded better, but stilt } 
I was far from converted to the curfew 
law. Iam a disciple of Jefferson. Nothing 
Blue Lawish or feudalistic in mine, please. 
Col. Hogeland didn’t care what I was.

The whole place was inclosed hy a stock- 
ade. or high board fence, 12 to 14 feet high.

inches thick. 


Haunt of the 
Vicious Element. 

This place was the haunt of the most 
vicious element for 30 miles around, espe- 
cially on Sundays. After sundown on Sat- 
urday men and women came over the 
mountains and uv and down the hollow tc 
the Quarter House.

Foreign Trade Will. Be Supplied Ex- 
clusively With Plows Made at 
the New Manufactory. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Feb. 16.—Accord- 
ing to the statement of W. T. Hancock, the 
plow inventor, Chattanooga is soon to have 
the largest plow plant i existence, the 
product of which will be used solely to sup- 
'ply the foreign markets. Mr. Hancock, 
originator of the dise plow, who is stopping 
at the Read House, was seen by a reporter, 
to whom he made the following statements: 

“IT am in the city to make the final ar- 
mammoth plow works in this city. I have 
the patent for the Hancock dise plow in the 
United States and Canada and this terri- 
| tory is covered by nine different factories 
all of which are making my plows. Th® 
plow business is rapidly building up. and al- 
though two vears ago the royalty froin 
disc plows along paid me $9000, a year later 
it amounted ta) $15,000 and last year to 
over $30,000. NgWw the business is purely lo. 
cal, that is, gonfined to the United States. 


I have b®€n urged by numerous capiral- 
ists and the project iooks very favoraple 
from the results of a recent trip to Mexico, 
to deveiop the foreign market. This means 
the formation of a great company with an 
immense capital, and 1 have given much 
thougnt to the subject. 

‘The conclusions reached are that it will 
| not be a paying invesiment to build sepa- 
cate factories in each counjry on each con- 
tinent, but the best plas nis to concentiace 
ail the manufacturing in one great faciory 
which wili make the piows to supply the 
‘outside world and station a distributing 
and commercial agent in each of the large 
cities.of Europe, Asia, Mexico and South 
‘America, Africa and Austra.ia, the orders 
to be taken by these agents, the shipments 
forwarded direct to them, from wh+nce 
they will be delivered to their final de_tina- 
tion. The most important ching about the 
large manufacturing plant is its location. 
The location should be central. It should be 
near to iron, to timber and to coal, and 
it should be in a climate suited to the work. 
I have traveled all over the continent and 
I do not find any city which’so compietely 
fills all these qualifications as Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and it is here the plant will be 
located when it is built. This is the reason 
of my present visit to this city. The project 
of a world’s factory is a daring one but it 
is one which is certain to be developed 
some time, and although I[ have no care for 
any additional wealth, pressure has been 
brought to bear on the subject by various 
capitalists who seem anxious for me to em- 
bark in such a business and I have decided 
to comply with the request. 

“The company will likely be composed of 
the owners of the nine plow companies, 
which are now manufacturing plows, so 
that the interest will be mutual. The capi 
tal will amount to considerable, I can not 
say just how much, but most likely several 
| millions. I am confident that we can make

do this has been often demonstrated and 
there is not a more favorable spot in the 
country than Chattanooga.

PARIS, Feb. 15.—Among the many estates 
offered him King Edward has finally fixed 
his choice on the Chateau de Thorence at 
Cannes for his residence during his stay on 
the Riviera in March. It belongs to Lord 
Rendel and is considered the most beauti- 
ful demesne on all the “Azure Coast’’— 
leaving in the shade even the great estates 
of the Grand Dukes of Russia. 

Lord Rendell has been the hedd of the 
board of management of the famous Arm- 

strong firm and has a fortune estimated at 
over $50,000,000. From 1882 to 1885 he was civil 
lard of the admiralty. 

While Prince of Wales, King Edward was 
several times a guest at Thorence. A few 
years ago it was rumored in the English 
circles at Cannes that he had offered to 
buy the place, but that Lord Rendel, re- 
fusing to take money and insisting on mak- 
ing a present of it, the then Prince had giv- 
en up the idea. 

The 125-acre park surrounding the castle 
is entirely surrounded by stone walls clad 
in ivy and honevsuckle. The avenues and 
lanes aggregate 12 miles. 

When in England Lord Rendel lives in 
another sperm country place. Hotchlands, 
at Guilford e spends five or six months 
& year at Cannes and has another fine resi- 
dence at Posilippo, near Naples. 

Lady Rendel has long been renowned for 
her exacting fastidiousness as regards the 
keeping of her gardens. At Thorence she 

as 20 men dotnge nothing but lookine after 
them, besides a head gardener, two foremen 
and a squad of experts for the ereenhouses. 
The avenues alone provide work for several! 
hands every minute of the day: not a fallen 
leaf; burnt match or footprint is allowed to 
remain on the sand. 

As the park lies on a hillside, the aged 
Lady Rendel never strolls through it ex- 
cept In a tiny chaise drawn by two white 
donkeys. and two men with rakes follow 
at a distance to {mmediately efface the 
traces of the wheels at once. 

What has attracted the King to the 
Chateau de Thorence more than anythine 
else Is the wonderful collection of exotic 
plants and flowers. In the grounds the 
flower beds are never permitted to contain 
any but plants in full bloom. As soon as 
those are on the point of fading the whole 
bed is snaded up during the night and re- 
set with flowers about to open, which have 
been kept in reserve in remote fields or in 
special forcing houses. 

From any lofty points the promenader 
discovers enthralling views of !and and sea. 

Lord Rendel’s daughter. Maud. married 
Herbert Gladstone. and besides other curi- 
osities Thorence Castle possesses the room 
the great Gladtone himself us°d to occupy 
there for a month almost every winter. 

In a particularly picturesque nook facing 
the south and the sea there is a clump of 

olive trees set out by the Prince of Wales 
with his own hands more than 15 years ago. 
They are coubtless the only trees he ever 
planted, and he shows an interest in their 
welfare and growth every time he returns.

But what is especially needed is a clear utterance 
from all citizens as such, from men who will speak and act exclu- 
sively for the public good, sinking all lesser and special interests.

Countenance, 


BELIEVE IT JIS CORRECT 


DEFENSE MADE BEFORE THE PSY- 
CHIC RESEARCH SOCIETY. 


Dr. Mason Tells of Wonderful Pictures 
Obtained by a Subject While Blind- 
folded and Not Touching 
the Suggestor. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—The theory of tel- 
epathy, or thought transference, is at last 
receiving the support of science, Sir W1i.- 
fam Crookes and Dr. Oliver Lodge, two cf 
Europe's most distinguished scientific men, 
being the latest authortties to declare an 
unqualified belief in its cuorreotness. 

Dr. Lodge is, indeed, so thorough a con- 
vert that he read an elaborate paper the 
other day at a meeting of the Psychic Re- 
search Society in London in defense of the 


hypothesis. . 
One of the best authorities, in the United 


States on telepathy and kindred subjejcts is 
Dr. R. Osgood Mason of No. 48 West Fifty- 
eighth street, New York. 

Dr. Mason is a member of the Academy 
of Medicine and has dévoted his attsnton 
for more than 30 years to psychic investiga- 
tions. 

His best known 
are ‘“‘Telepathy and 
and “‘Hypnotism and Suggestion in 
peutics, Education and Reform” ; 

Dr. Mason was asked to exp.ain the pos - 
tion-recently taken by Dr. Lodge, Sir W.1- 
liam Crookes and other scientis s on the 
aunpeys of telepathic communication. He 
said: 

BY DR. R. OSGOOD MASON. 

Until recently it has been extremely diffi- 
cult to convince scientific men that there 
was really anything in thought reading. 
Since Prof. W. F. Barrett, fellow of the 
royal -Society of Great Britain, entered 
the field of psychic research, however, and 
began investigations on a scientific basis, 
there has been less chance for the skeptic 
to cast reflections on this field of work. 
Other men high in the world of science 


have since taken up the subject. Prof. 
Henry Sidgwick, Trinity College; Prof. 
Balfour Stewart, Owen’s Col.ege, and och- 
ers indorse telepathy and have made inde- 
pendent researches. 

Telepathy, or thought transference, is 
the name applied to the influence which one 
mind exerts on another apart from any 
communication through ordinary channels. 

he achievements of men like Bishop in 
what is popularly called ‘‘mind reading’ 
have been explained by Dr. William B. Car- 
penter, the eminent English hysiolog st, 
as “unconscious muscuiar action” on the 
part of the person doing the willing and 
“unconscious cerebration”’ on the part of 
the sensitive or person being willed. 

This might explain some classes of telep- 
athy—where contaCt existed between the 
subject and Operator—but where no 
contact occurs the uscular unconscious 
action” will not account for the wonderful 
phenomena. : 

Telepathy is of four kinds: 

1. Where a person~does some act when 
touched by another—this act being pre- 
viously ‘“‘willed” by the latter. 

«. Where one does something ‘‘willed’’ by 
another and there is no contact. 

3. Where a name, number or card 13 
suessed or ‘‘seen’’ mentally, or a drawing is 
made without any communication between 
one person and another. 

4. Where the same ideas have occurred 
co or the same impressions have been con- 
veyed from one person to another when 
both were separated by long distances, 

One of the most remarkable phases of 
telepathy is that in which one person is 
able to draw pictures from mental images 
made in another's brain. 

Thousands of cases of this. kind have 
been authenticated and published in the 
journal of the Psychic Research Society. 
This is the way telepathic drawing 
done: 

A person sits at a table blindfolded and 
with his back turned toward another per- 
son. The person at the table has no con- 
tact with the other operator. 

A third person now makes a drawing and 
holds it up to the eyes of the person not 
seated at the table. Thé person seated 
at the table is able, before the lapse of 
a certain ig e of time varying from a 
minute to five or six minutes, to reproduce 
a drawing which, as a rul¢, bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to the image in the mind 
of the second number of the experimental 
group. 

In some cases of drawing telepathy the 
blindfolded person is able to give an exact 
reproduction of the operator’s mind; in oth- 
ers the outlines bear only a slight resem- 
blance. 

There are hundreds of these kinds of 
Lepage tne causes recorded by the Society 
of Psychical Research, and many of these 
drawings have been published. 

Telepathy is sometimes very strongly 
brought into play by persons at long dis- 
tances. One of the most notable cases was 
that which occurred to Samuel M, Clem- 
ens (Mark Twain). He had thought of a 
certain story and had made an outline 
sketch of it, placing it away in a drawer. 
At the same time he thought of writing to 
some one far distant and telling him abou 
he story. He did not send this letter, how- 
ever. 

A few days afterward he received a letter 
from the very person to whom he intended 
writing, and in this letter was a sketch, al- 
most word for word, of the story Mr. Cleim- 
ens had thought of writing. 

How often does it not occur that you are 
thinking. of a certain person and, chancing 
to look up, you beheld the object of your 
thoughts ve’y near you? Again, how fre- 
quently it happens .that persons in distant 
parts of the world will begin writing letters 
to each other at the same moments of time. 

All these things are telepathy, and the 
phenomena cannot be wholly overlooked 
even by the most scientific. 

The basis on which telepathy is founded 
is very solid. 

Thought transference has the same claim 
to acceptance that many physical facts had 
in the early days of experimental science. 

The reality of telepathy cannot be 
doubted, though we may not be able to ex- 
plain its exact manner of operation.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Nikola Tesla says 
that he is nearly ready to make a practical 
test of his system for wireless telegraphy 
at long distances. He told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that he expected to be able 
to make a definite announcement on the 
subject within three months. 


Mr. Tesla’s work and plang in this direc- 
tion have been surrounded by much mys- 
tery. He has been experimenting for sever- 
al years. Some of his experiments were 
conducted on the top of Pike’s Peak, which 
gave rise to a report that his sending and 
receiving stations were to be located at 
very Mgh altitudes. 

In August last, however, he purchased 200 
acres of land at Wardenciyffe, L. I., and 
announced that his principal station on this 
side of the Atlantic would be located there. 
Wardenclyffe is on the north shore of Long 
Island, about 65 miles fron: this city. 

The most interesting building in prccess 
of erection is the tower, from which wire- 
less messages will be sent and received. 

When completed it will be 216 feet high. 

It is constructed of wood and iron. The 
secrets of the interior of the tower are 
closely guarded. It is known, however, 
that at the base of the structure there is 
an entrance to a well 120 feet deep with a 
Staircase leading down into it. rom the 
bottom of the well there will be four tun- 
nels, each 100 feet long, which are now be- 
ing excavated. Most all the electrical ap- 
paratus, a portion of which is already in 
position, will be located at or below the sur- 
face of the ground. ;

They didn’t sav good words about South 
Dakota and immigrants studiously avoided 
the state. It wasn’t till 1895 that people 
begay to find out they didn’t make money 
in South Dakota because they had none 
to start with. 

Then someone bored a well and the water 
spouted out at the top. Across the Mis- 
souri cattlemen found their way with 
great droves of stock. They picked out 
good draws, built dams across them, and 
when the snow went away. the dams were 
full. Today every ranch has its dam or 
water hole or spouter sending out water 
at from 78 to 90 degrees in temperature. It 
is an unfortunate farm that doesn’t have 
an artesian well. The people in the 80s 
lost their crops because there was no water 
from above. The farmers of 1900 began 
watering their fields from low. Last 
year, South Dakota had the best crops west 
of the Mississippi. 

There wasn't any particular advance in 
land prices till 1898. It could be picked up 
moat anywhere in the state for an acre.

1898 ... 
A few big stakes were made in South 
Dakota land deals last year. Mr. Edmunds 
of Yankton bought an &8&00-acre ranch two 
years ago, for ,000. When he sold the last 
quarter last year he was $60,000 richer. The 
Adams & Floete Co., Chicago, turned 60 
quarters twice; they made 100,000. 

South Dakotans -who came to the state 
in the 80s haven't forgotten the exodus 
But they say it won't happen again. They 
say the people have learned what to do 
with South Dakota. This is what they 
mean: 

In five months last year 57 of 131 cream- 
eries 1n South Dakota paid $452,464 for some 
53,243,000 gallons of milk; so the 1°71 must 
have done a 1901 business of about $2,000 000. 
Seven years ago there wasn’t a dairy in 
the state, nor a cheese press. 

The farmers found South Dakota was 
made to grow range cattle. Cattle sheds 
are a curiosity there. In the range cocun- 
try, where the cattle of a single ranch graze 
by thousands on as many acres, there are 
two kinds of grass, the buffalo and th 
alkali. The buffalo grows in knots. It 
curls up like fine excelsior in the fall and 
cures on the ground. The cattle go root- 
ing for their feed in the winter and turn 
up fat in the spring. 

Then the farmers found that 
kota wasn't a wheat country. When two- 
thirds of the 235 inches of rain comes in 
June, Julv and August, it isn't wise to try 
to make the wheat grow through the cold, 
dry winter. But, as it was, South Dakota 
grew £1,000.000 bushels of wheat in 1900— 
ninth in the United States.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—How to mature 
whisky in a short space of time without 
destroying its flavor or lessening its qual- 
ity is a problem that has often in the past 
engaged the attention of experts. 

Attempts made to solve it have never 
quite proved satisfactory or convincing, ar- 
tificially matured whisky, according to all 
experience, being a spirit that has lost 
some of its essential attributes. 

But experiments recently made,not merely 
in the laboratory, but in a Scotch distillery, 
by Prof. J. T. Hewitt of the East London 
Technical College would seem to _ indicate 
that the future may yet bring forth a revo- 
lution in the method of maturing the ar- 
ticle in question. 

Before members of the British Society of 
Chemical Indutry he delivered a lecture 

this subject recently, giving the prac- 
l results of tests that had been applied 


Under existing conditions whisky re- 
mains in cask for some years before it 
loses certain poisonous  constituents— 


known in chemistry as aldehydes—and s0 
becomes drinkable.

ing His Wife in Kansas, Pre- 
sumably to Get Her Life In- 
surance of $5000. 


OSWEGO, Kan., Feb. 15.—Dr. C. C, Cal- 
houn, on trial charged with the murder of 
his wife, Madge Calhoun, at Mound Val- 
ley, in October, 1901, has been found guilty 
of murder in the second degree. On the 
first ballot the jury stood 10 for first degree 


murder and two for second degree. Cal- 
houn on the stand denied that he_adminis- 
tered drugs to his wife, and broke down and 
wept. 
The first witness for the state was Miss 
Hiallie Elledge, who testified that the de- 
fendant married her sister about two years 
before her death. Thy had trave.ed con- 
siderable after marriage, lived for awhile 
at Chelsea, I. T., and afterwards with the 
bileauge tamdy a Muu vdi. Y Miss EKi- 
ledge said she was in the hotel parlor the 
nignt of Oct. 23, when her sister came in 
f.0m a bicycle ride. She saw her and Dr. 
Calhoun get a pail of hot water and go 
to their room. Calhoun asked the .witness 
to stay with her sister until he went fr 
his daughter. She stayed, she said, until 
he came. After leaving the room she heard 
her sister scream, ‘“‘O, O,” two or. three 
times. 
Miss Elledge said her sister was healthy 
and had never been ill before. Her sister at 
this time complained of being very wiakx. 
She said she had fallen from her bicy le 
and injured herself. Her sister was no bet- 
ter the next day. She next saw her sis- 
ter at 1:30 o’clock Friday n'ght. She was 
called by Dr. Calhoun, who also ca lei 
her mother, saying he thought ‘“‘Madge was 
d .” §he saw her sister lying con her 
back dead. She carried life insurance in 
the Knights and Ladies of Security and in 
the Degree of Honor. 
J. M. Hinds, a druggist, testified that Cale 
houn had tried to buy cotion root and 
ergot from him early in October, but that 
he could not sell it to him because Cal- 
houn was not a registered physician. 

W. J. Marron, traveling salesman for a 
wholesale drug house, tcstified that Cal- 
houn had tried to buy ergot and cotton root 
from him, but that he did not procure it. 
Dr. G. A. Calhoun was charged with mur- 
dering his wife Oct. 26, 1901. Mrs. Cal- 
houn died suddenly at Mound Valley, Kan. 
Her life insurance amounted to $6000. A 
coroner's jury recommended that the hus- 
band be arrested and charged with mur- 
der. Ira Elledge, brother of the dead wom- 
an, swore out a warrant, and Dr. Cal- 
houn was arrested. The insurance policies 
were made out in favor of Dr. Calhoun. 
The mother, grandfather and sister of the 
dead woman believed Dr. Calhoun innce: nt 
Dr. Calhoun was known in Labette Coun- 
tv as 9 “‘cancer sp-cial'st’’ He ca'led him- 
se’f ‘Dr.’ Calhoun, but did not prac‘ice 
regularly. For several years he has b en 
associated with his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Elledge, in the management of the Occi- 
dental Hotel at Mound Valley. He is a 
slender man, has blue eyes and is sharp 
featured. His wife was regarded an a 
handsome woman. She was a brune‘te, 
with a mass of dark hair and ro-y com- 
plexion that was attributed to outdoor ex- 
ercise. She was 18 years o'd. was rather 
large for one so young and was well edu- 
cated. 
Ira Elledge, who swore out the warrant. 
lives in Cherryvale. He did not approve of 
the marringes, and it ig eniA he A ‘sed his 
sister’s hushand. The only person fn the 
room with Mrs. Calhoun when sho died ws 
her husband. He sent for the unde*taker 
and ordered the body embalmed very sh-r*- 
ly after the death. Tt was shown at the 
autopsy that the woman had been injured 
internally. Dr. H. Henson, who con- 
ducted the post-mortem examiration. sa‘d 
that Mrs. Calhoun died of a nervous «ho k 
which fol'owed the infliction cf the wond. 
The Elledge family is regarded as highly 
reepectable by the citizens of Labette 
County.

One Teacher. 


ATTACKED HIM WiTH KNIVES. 


IT WAS SUPPOSED HE COULD NOT 


LIVE. 


They Are Awaiting Indictment and the 


School Is Taught by a Blue-Eyed 
Boy Who “Didn’t Hire as a 
Prizefighter.’’

CAWOOD, Mo., Feb. 15.—After having 
their school closed fuer almost three months 
the board of directors of the “Radical” 
district have at last found a teacher will- 
ing to make an attempt to rule the here- 
tofore unruled big boys of that district. 

‘Radical’ is the schoo] where four pu- 
pile came so near murdering their teacher, 
Luther Montgomery, last November, be- 


“tuse he attempted to correct one of the.t 


number. 
Montgomery haa only ju st got out of bed 
from his injuries, and up to the time t.uev 


secured the services of their present teacher 


the school board of *“‘Radical’’ was com- 
pelled to clese the school. 

Edward Malotte. a blue-eyed. faijir-ha'red 
boy of dittle more than 2%, is the new 
teaches. 

tie took charge of the’ school this week, 
and up to the present time, although the 
boys who came so near murdering Mont- 
gomery @re in regular attendances. they 
have not shown the slichtest indication of 
causin trouble for their new teacher. 

People who have lived for years in the 
district say. however. that instead of this 
being an indication that the bovs have had 
enough it may be only the calm before a 
storm. 

Always in the past, they say. the Big boys 
Of Radical have kert their ewn council in 
the schoolroom up io the very time an out- 
break would come. 

Steady Trouble 

for Fifteen Years. 

lor fifteen years with hardly an excep- 
tion no teacher has been allowed to finish 
@ term at Radical. and never has there 
been a teacher who completed a term with- 
outdArouble. For fifteen years it has been 
the boast of the boys of the school that no 
teacher could control them. Big boys have 
completed their ‘‘education’’ and gone out 
of the s¢hool, jeaving their younger brothers 
to follow in their footsteps and keep up 
their record.

The Outbreak 
Last November. 
The last outbreak at the KRadical School 
was on the 21st of last November. On that 
morning Luther Montgomery, the teacher, 


called ‘“‘books’’ as usual. After the-school 
had become quiet he called Henry Bedford, 


a boy of about 14, to the front of the school- 
room and whipped him. The offense for 
which Bedford was punished had been com- 
mitted the day before, and the punishment 


had been expected by the scholars. Henry 
Bedford and his cousins, Roy and Joe Bed- 
ford, and John and Virgil Miller, had talked 
over among themselves the expected pun- 
ishment of Henry Bedford, and decided that 
this would be the proper time for them to 
show the new teacher that they, and not 
he, were running the school. Roy and Joe 
Bedford and the Miller boys range in age 
from 16 to 18 years, and are men in siz>. 

Montgomery had been teaching less than 
two months In the school, and up to that 
time there had been no outbreak among’ the 
pup.ls nor any indication of trouble. 

True, Montgomery had tak ~n a pair of 
brass ‘“‘knucks’’ away from one of the Bed- 
ford boys, but there had been but little 
trouble over the matter. But now; when 
Montgomery was whipping young Joe Bed- 
ford, the other boys were restless and ap- 
roe gpmaid only awaited one cr the other to 
start. 

Seeing this Montgomery left the boy he 
had whipped and went to the back end of 
the schoolroom, where the other boys were 
seated. As he passed back one of the boys 
drew a knife and struck at Montgomery, 
cutting his clothing across the right shoul- 
der. his was the signal, and two other 
boys aprang forward like young tigers to 
assist in the attack. They came towards 
Montgomery with their Knives, striking vi- 
clously at him. 


Struck Him 
From Behind. 

Montgomery retreated towards his ros- 
trum at the front of the schoolroom, hoping 
to get his back to.a corner. The boys fol- 
lowed, and blows from their keenly sharp- 
ened knives had cut his coat into strings 
when he was about to make a corner, from 
which he expected to fight for his life, for 


“he now saw that the boys meant nothing 
short of murder. 

Suddenly he was struck from behind and 
squarely on top of the head. One of the 
boys, who had not heretofore taken part, 
had slipped around him and struck him 
with a heavy ‘tap,’’ which he had se- 
cured at the nearby railroad. Through this 
‘tap’ a string had been tied, and it was 
this improvised slungshot with which the 
boy struck the teacher. 

Montgomery went down like a beef and 
lay senseless on the floor. Not in the least 
dismayed by the teacher's fall the boys 


.went at the senseless man with their knives. 


A gash was cut in his right: shoulder, al- 
most severing the arm from the body. 
Three more gashes, from seven to ten 
inches long, were cut acros hie abdomen, 
extending around on his side and back. 
Another knife blow struck in the forward 
and split the senseless man's nose. His 
left arm and shoulder also came in for a 
part of the blows and, although these were 
not @s gevere as the one on the right 
shoulder, they evidently struck a big vein 
or an artery, for pupils, who saw the af- 
fair, say the blood fairly spurted from the 
left shoulder. 

All this butchery was carried on after 
Montgomery was senseless. 

“Well, let's carry him out and finish 

" said one of the boys after they had 
inflicted the wounds. 
Taking hold of him the boys started to 
carry him out to carry into effect their 
bloody intention when Montgomery} 
Somme by the loss of blood, spoke to 

em: 


“You Have Done 

For Me Now, Boys.”’ 

“It’s no use, boys,’ he said, ‘‘you've done 
for me now!"’ 

His voice seemed to bring the boys back 
to something near human compassion, for 
they laid him down on the floor. As he JAy 
there with the blood runnin from his 
wound two of the boys who had taken part 
in the attack left the room in an attempt 
to get away. Two more of them stayed, 
however, until later. 

After the boys ceased thar attacks a few 
poate who had not taken part in the fight 
and who, because of the fact that they 
were in the back part of the room and could 
not reach the door, were unable to flee with 
the other scholars, came forward and at- 
tempted to stop the flow of blood from 
Montgomery's wounds. 

In the cut on the right shoulder three 
handkerchiefs were stuffed. one of them @ 
large red ‘“‘bandana.’'’ Some of the boys 
took off their coats and placed them under 
Montgomery's head and were doing what 
they could to relieve his sufferings when 
people began to arrive. 

Ay sre who had escaped from the build- 
ing uring the fight had spread the report 
that the Bedfords and Millers were killing 
the teacher, and so used had the trons 
become to expecting something of this sort 
that farmers dropped their work and ran 
for the school house. Whea they arrived 
it seemed that the first report of the ter- 
rified scho'ars had been too true. 

Montgomery lay on the floor in a pool of 
his own blood. He had again lapsed into 
unconsciousness and lay on the floor like 
a dead man, the blood still running from 
his wounds. He was removed to the ros- 
trum and again laid down. Then the farm- 
or patrons of the schoo] began to talk of 

e law. 

All this time two of the boys who had 
been in the trouble were still in the room. 


Telephoning 
for the Sheriff. 
“We had better telephone to Savannah 
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realize that they were in for serious trouble. 
They left the schoolroom without any at- 
tempt being made to detain them and ran 
off across the fields. The sheriff was tele- 
phoned for anu a physician called. When 
the doctor came he found that Montgomery 
was still alive. A farm wagon was secured 
and Montgomery was hauled to Bolokow, 
his home, five miles away, and carried into 
his house on a board. 

Physicians gave not the slightest hope 
for his recovery at first, and for days he 
hovered between life and death. In his 
head, where he had been struck from be- 
hind, the tap had cut a round hole except 
for a little place where the string had been 
fastened to it. It was at first feared that 
the skull had, been fractured. For two 
months and three days Montgomery = 
on his back before he was able to even sit 
up in bed. Now he its at last able to sit 
propped up in a chair, and. it looks as 
though he would recover, but he is as pale 
as a ghost and talks weakly and hesitat- 
ingly. 

Arrested and 
Awaiting Indictment. 

Next day after the fight the sheriff of 
Andrew County went into the Bedford 
neighborhood without any trouble and ar- 
rested the boys concerned. Before a justice 
of the peace they were each placed under 


$5000 bonds to await a_i preliminary 
examination. After waiting ten days 
the preliminary examination was ut 
off, for Montgomery was hanging 
between life and death. A crim- 
inal examination cannot be continued for 
more than ten days, so this one was contin- 
ued several times; then Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Livyd Booher quashed the information 
in the von naga Aa court and issued a warrant 
direct from the Circuit Court. 

All four boys are now out on bond, await- 
ing action of the Andrew County grand- 
jury at the February term of court, which 
convenes next week. Their parents are 
amongst the wealthiest farmers of Andrew 
County. The Bedfords own fully 1000 acres 
of land in a body around the Radical! School 
neighborhood-~land worth $75 an acre. For 
years they have been looked upon as 
rather the bosses of the neighborhood. Ed 
Bedford is president of the Radical school 
poard. Some people whisper that this is 
the reason the boys are back in school. And 
there are other whispers that because of 
the domination of the Bedfords in the 
neighborhood when the cases come to trial 
no one will be found willing to incur their 
enmity by bearing witness against the 
boys. 

But the Montgomerys are preparing for 
a bitter prosecution. In addition to Lloyd 
Booher, the prosecuting attorney of An- 
drew County, who has recently had a whole 
lot of experience in conducting the case 
against Mrs. Addie Richardson on the 
charge of killing her husband, Montgomery 
and his brothers have employed Hon. Chas. 
Booher of Andrew County and Hon. W. A. 
Blage of Nodaway County to assist in the 
prosecution. Both of these latter lawyers 
are among the best in North Missouri. A 
damage suit against the parents of the boys 
will also probably be filed in circuit court 
of Andrew County this term. 

In the meantime young Ed Malotte, the 
‘new teacher” at the Radical, goes qu'‘etly 
along with his work. Nattily dressed in 
the leteet cut tailor-made clothirg, in direct 
contrast to the average country school 
teacher, he stands in the room where are 
great brown stains made by Montgomery's 
blood and smiles his guileless smile and 
hats his deliberate blue eyes as he tells

OF CHARGES OF ALLEGED BRIBERY 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—R. M. Snyder 
went to the theater tonight, later enjoyed 
a hearty lunch and is now snoozing in the 
Waldorf-Astoria utterly undisturbed by the 
dispatches from St. Louis announcing that 
he is under indictment in connection with 
the street car bribery scandals, 

He would not be interviewed when a 
Post-Dispatch reporter called upon him, but 
sent Henry Wollman, his attorney, to an- 
swer all questions. Mr. W oliman intro- 
duced the subject by a sweeping denial of 
guilt upon the part of his client. 

“If Mr. Snyder has been indicted, or is to 
be indicted, or his presence in St. Louis is 
desired, a warrant will be entirely unneces- 
Sary,"’ declared Mr. Wollman, ‘“‘for Mr.

STATE TAKES THIS ACTION | CONGRESSMEN HEARD PLANS 


WALTER W. BELL. SURVIVOR OF|COMMISSIONER SAYS $200,000 


WAS MISAPPROPRIATED. 


Complaint States the Prisoner Drew 
Checks for This Amount, Deposited 
It and Checked Against I* 
as His Account. 


DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 15.—Frank C. An- | 


éfews, former police commissioner, was ar-,| 


reigned in the police court this evening on 


a warrant charging him with misapplying 
funds of the wrecked City Sys Bank to 
the amount of $200,000 ang upward, while 
he was vice-president of that institution. 
His bond was fixed at $15,000, with two 


sureties. 

Mr. Andrews did not have bondsmen in 
court. and he was taken across the street 
to the county jail by De.ective Lombard. 
Sheriff Dickson met them in the jail office 
and took Mr. Andrews to his house, which 
is a part of the jail, where he said he 
would keep him for a time, while his at- 
torneys and friends continued their effort 
to secure ball for him. Late tonight one 
bondsman had been secured, it® was report- 
ed, and efforts were being made to secure 
a second. 

This is the second warrant that has been 
sworn out fom@®Mr. Andrews as a result of 
the wreck the City Savings Bank. 
which was caused by his overdrafts and 
over-certified checks. He was arraigned 
on the first warrant Monday night and re- 
leased under $10,000 bond. 

The warrant issued today was on com- 

laint of State Bank Commissioner Geo. 

4. Maltz, and charges that on Dec. 1b 
Andrews converted $200,000 and upwards 
of the bank’s funds to his ‘‘own unlawful 
use, benefit and advantage, without know- 
ledge of the bank's directors.” 


Charged With Having 
a False Account. 

The complaint charges that on that day 
Andrews was in debt to the bank to the 
amount of $400,000 and upwards, and had 
overdrawi his account. On that day, the 
complaint says, Andrews drew checks to 
the amount of $20,000 and upwards on the 
bank, when he had no funds there and 
caused them to be carried for a month and 
upwards as a credit and asset for his ac- 
count. He then and thereafter drew 
checks against this false and fictitious ac- 
count, the complaint charges. 

Mr. Andrews learned that the warrant 
had been issued, shortly after noon, and 
immediately proceeded with his attorney to 
the police court. The warrant was served 
on him in the clerk's office. His friends 
and attorneys immediately set about secur- 
ing bondsmen for him, the arraignment be- 
ing postponed meanwhile. 

At 6:15 they had not secured bail and Mr. 
Andrews was arraigned. After his «xam- 
ination had been set his attorney, F. A. 
Baker, gave notice that he would ask that 
Mr. Andrews’ examination on the first com- 
plaint, which was set for Feb. 21, be elthor 
postponed or combined with the examina- 
tion which would probably consume two or 
three weeks. 


ERNEST SETON WAS LATE. 


Audience of 1000 Waited at Odeon for 
Animal Lecture. 

One thousand persons waited 30 minutes 
last night for Ernest Thompson-Seton to 
begin his talk on “Wild Animals I Have 

Known,” at the Odeon. 

They whiled away the time by applaud- 
ing at various intervals and 
ways. 

While the applause was being given, Mr. 
Seton was not at the Odeon. He arrived 
at 8:20 and began his lecture without apol- 


ogy. 

The speaker stood before a white screen 
upon which were thrown pictures of wild 
animals, their tracks and hiding places. 

Some of the pictures were photographs, 
while others were sketches. 

The stories of the animals wére told not 
after the fashion of a moralist, but as the 
expressions of one who knew and loved 
them. 

Occasionally the speaker gave imitations 
of animal cries, such as the scream of a 
baby rabbit. the bark of a hound on the 
trail and the singing of birds. His stories 
of Molly Cotton Tall and Little Rag, the 
rabbits, and of the pacing mustang were 
especially wel: received, 

he audience while made up of many ele- 
ments—hunters, small boys. mothers and 
society girls—eseemed to follow him wi h 
ease and were quick in appreciating his 
humor. 

Mr. Seton stated to the Post-Dispatcn 
before his lecture that his work wae done 
in the cause of science and not for the ani- 
mals themselves. He wants animals saved 
because of their value to man and not for 
their own sakes. He be icves that the kill- 
ing of animals is not wrong if their num- 
ber is great or if they *re at all danger- 
ous to human life.

CAMPAIGN FUND IS RAISED IN 
HONOR OF EVENT. 


Platform “Points With Pride’ to Many 
Victories of Women and Denounces 
Regulation of Vice in the 
Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The comp'e- 
tion of 50 years of continuous advocacy of 
woman's right of suffrage by Miss Susan 
B. Anthony was celebrated today by the 
National Woman's Suffrage Association by 
raising $5102 for carrying on the campaign. 

Miss Anthony attempted to review her 


work, but was overcome with emotion be- 
fore she had proceeded far. She sad she 
had consecrated her life to the movement 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt announced 
that it had been the intention of the asso- 
clation to give Miss Anthony a present 
in honor of the jubilee, out that, knowing 
her aversion to such recognition, the com- 
mittee had decided instead to request that 
$5000 be raised for campa'gn purpos*s. The

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—A large trust com- 
Pany is under process of formaticn under 
the laws of New Jersey, backed by vast 
capital and leading financiers, which has 
for its object the creation of a chain of | 
banks throughout the country, the conzrol-, 
ling interes: of each of which is now held 
or will be acquired by the central company. 

The persons in the deai- have not permit- 

_ ted their names to appear. Although the 
banking laws prohibit nationa as 
from holding stock in other banks, there is 
nothing that prohibits a trust compuny 
from bolding such securities aud the irust | 
company is at the same time amenable to 
Scruiiny by the bank examiners, 

The present plan includes the formation 
Of a securliies company which wiil control 
the trust company owaing the various bank 
stocks. 

The funds of all the various banks will be 
made available for the use of any of them. 
The trust company wil supply fucids wher- 
@¢ver needed by the chain of banks, that 1s, 
wherever the demand for tail mon-y and 
the loan rate make it desirable. 

The fiuctuating rate of interest would 
make it extremely profitable for a com- 

ny near New York to send its millivns | 
to cities where a@ higher rate for cail and 
time loans prevailed. 

In fact, the shipment of monev would be 
done away with, as each of the institutions 
in the chain could draw on the other for 
funds required for {ts loans. 

The plan will also come closer, it is said,

ASKED AS TO GOVERNMENT 


AGAINST EXTENDING CONSTITU- 
TION TO THE ISLANDS. 


Executive Says Statehood Is Not Pos- 
sible for Fifty Years and Discus- 
sion Interferes With the 
Work in Hand. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Senators Pat- 
terson, Carmack and Culberson asked 
Gov. Taft this afternoon numerous ques-~- 
tions, based upon the memorial of the 
federal party, calculated to bring out his 
idea as to what, if any, promise should be 
tap de to the Filipinos in the way of gov- 
ernment for the future. 

Replying to an inquiry from Mr. Patter- 
gon, as to the renunciation in the mem- 


crial of a colonial form of government, 
Gov. Taft said the memorialists meant 
just what they say, that they favor ul- 
timate statehood. 

- Reply:ng to Mr. Carmack as to the wis- 
dom of making the Philippines an integral 
part of the United States the witness said 
the condition in the Philippines today is 
such that the restrictions of the constitu- 
tion of the United States cannot be safely 
extended to those islands. 

Gov. Taft advocated the establishment 
of a stable government for the present, 
with the understanding that at some time 
in the future the Americans and the 
Filipinos could reach an agrement as to 
what should be done in the way of govern- 
ments or in maintaining relations, ‘‘but, 
he said, “whether the islands should have 
their independence, whether they should 

given a quasi independ. nce or whether 
they should be made a state of the union 
fis so far in the future that I have reached 
no conclusion. 

“The great evil of the present time with 
reference to the Philippines is the current 
discussion of their future so long before 
that can be fixed.’’ 


Says Statehood Not 
Possible for Fifty Years. 

Replying to a question by Senator Car- 
mack he said that he had not considered 
statehood possible for 50 years hence. He 
would not favor a promise even of a form 
of government such as is given the terri- 
tories of the United States. 

He also said he was opposed to extending 
the constitution to those islands. 

In reply to a number of questions by Sen- 
ator aDomns based upon the Democratic 
substitute for the Philippine tariff bill, 
Gov. Taft said that to turn the govern- 
ment of the archipelago over to the Filipi- 
nos as therein proposed would, in his 
opinion, result {n anarchy and in the dis- 
turbance of vested rights to such an ex- 
tent as to render it necessary for the United 


States to resume its control with all the 
work to do over again that had been done 
in oy last two years.

inos could form a ppverament as they had 

one under Agulnaldo.

BOARD’S POWER THREATENED. 


MANY CHANGES ARE PLANNED 


Effort Will Be Made to Reduce Chap- 
ter Representation in the Inter- 
est of Exclusiveness.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Hundreds of 
delegates to the eleventh continental con- 
gress of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution have arrived in Washington, 

There will be over 1800 participants in the 
convention, 

Mrs. Fairbanks, the president-general, 
will endeavor to carry a bill this year tend- 
ing to reduce representation. This will 


cause some lively opposition. As it stanas 
now, every chapter can send its regent and 
an alternate, besides a de.egaie, and tnis 
privilege has led to the rapia growth of tne 
society. Every lady who tormed a chapter 
was sure to go to the congress, 

The consideration of the amendments of 
the constitution will precipitate the first 
struggle. These amenaments are down for 
Monuay, but they will be deiayed io the 
end ot the week. The congress does not 
like to give the ume to this pal vl cic ‘er 
gram. Some of the disgruntled say it 1s 
because the amendmenis are intended to 
curtail the power of the national board. 

Tne board and the Congress are -b.lled 
for a pitched battle on other questions. The 
lungstanding grievances un the division of 
annual dues is up again. The board now 
keeps 76 cents of the dollar assessments 
made on every member and the chapters 
ure allowed only 25 cents. On the same 
proposition, $2 initiation fee is required and 
the board gets $1.25 while 75 cents is re- 
tained by the chapters. 

A large proportion desires that an equal 
division be made of the dues and fees 
while a radical branch wants the national 
board to change places with the chapters, 

The board is opposed to any change.

PADEREWSKI'S FIRST OPERA 


Pianist Received Fifteen Curtain Calls 
at the Initial Performance of His 


Work in New York. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—In the presence 
of one of those extraordinary audiences 
which are characteristic of New York, and 
with the composer at hand to receive the 
decision of the public, Paderewski’s first 
onera, “‘Mouriat,’”’ was produced at the 
Metropolitan Opera House last evening. 
The singerg dragged the composer before 
the footlights to bow to the plaudits of the 
audience. In fact, at the end of the second 
act there wero 15 curtain ealls. 

Hight years age the eminent planist be- 
gan the first draft of the score. It was 
his passion, his recreation, his consolation. 
He wrote, rewrote, corrected, changed its 
pages as the fancy took hm. He wu ioh 
to pare with it, as a parent with a beloved 
child. He seemed ‘to be afraid of intrusting 
it to the mercy of the singers and inter- 
preters who might not be in full sympathy 
with his aims and purposes. 

A year ago he consented finally to have 
it produced, and it was staged for the 
first time at the Court Theater, Dresden, 
on May 29, 1901. Since then it has been 
sung at the opera houses of Prague, Lem- 
berg, Zurich and Cologne. 

Last night was the first time it had 
sme heard in America. Sembrich was the 
star. 

The :norning papers, as usual, differ 
widely in their criticisms; The World 
Says: “Paderewski, the composer, has not 
dethroned Paderewski, the pianist. 

“To put the matter in a word, the opera 
had an amiable and poiite reception last 
night. Its quality is not popular as a 
whole, and the pertions of it which stamp 
Paderewski as a composer are those which 
cannot appeal to the general public. The 
weaknesses of the score are many. 

“The musical dialogue—the Wagner form 
—has negative, colorless quality. It fails 
to hold the attention. It is as if the com- 
poser felt but had not the faculty to ex- 
press, 

“But when the action of the story brings 
it into the field of gypsy life and the opera 
becomes what the composer designed ft to 
be—a character study expressin racial 
traits and temperaments, Paderewski 
proves himself a veritable master. 

“It is in orchestra writing that Pader- 
ewski reveals himself in wondrous. manner. 
The orchestration is a net work of dainty 
passages as light and delicate as a tracing 
of cobwebs. It is all beautiful, schvularly 
and instructive. It is the work of a vir- 
tuoso. There is one page that suggests 
the planist in his poeticai imaginative mind 
—the prelude to the third act, with its sug- 
gestion of physical storm and mental stress, 


a rushing whirl of elements and the 
emotions.’ 


SOUTHERN OYSTER INDUSTRY. 


Mississippi and Louisiana Will Have 
the Largest Canneries of the Country. 
NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 15.—H. F. Hem- 
ingway of New Haven, Conn., is interest- 
ing for several reasons, particularly so to 
this city and state, because he is one of the 
oldest oyster factory men on the Atlantic 
coast.

BIG OIL REFINERIES. 


New One to Be Erected at Beaumont 
Will Be the Equal of the 
Guffey Plant. 

‘ BEAUMONT, Tex., Feb. 15.—Oil talk has 
turning largely to the question of refiner- 
les, and particularly to the big refinery 
which is to be built in the south end of the 
city on the bank of the Neches river. From 
all that can be learned this plant promises 
to be one of the largest concerns in this 
section, in fact, will doubtless begin with 


a capacitv equal to the Guffey concern at 
Port Arthur when al] the additions are 


completed. The plant, which is to be 
erected on the old Caswell property, its 
reported to be on the road to Beaumont. 
The site was purchased some weks ago, but 
considerable delay has been caused by an 
obstacle in the way of securing railroad 
connections. ,This has now been overcome 
and the representatives of the refinery com- 
pany say that there will be much progress 
during the next few months, ‘ 
These negotiations have been conducte 
wtih some degree of secresy, and even at 
this time it is difficult to get the particu- 
lars concerning the full strength of the 
capital back of the proposition. 

The Palestine-Beaumont company contin- 
ves to have accidents with the ill-fated 


well. Yesterday when an effort was made 
to draw off some oi] into the tanks, the 
jar or rattling caused the elbow in the 


pipe line connections to break loose and 
there was considerable sputtering and 
spouting of oil about the well until the 
valve could be closed. This well has a 
enlendat’ nreeenre ond this sddo4A te the 
fact that the casing is loose about the top, 
makes it difficult to flow the oil wihout 
breaking the pipe.

THE WORK OF THE 
MAN WHO BUILDS. 


Mr. Isaac 8. Taylor, Director of Works of 
the St. Louis World’s Fafr, described the 
buildings that will grace the grounds of 
the Exposition. 

“I can assure you,” he said, “that judging 
from the drawings which I now have in 


my office the chosen architects *have put 
their brains and hearts into the work and 
the structures they have designed will be 
as beautiful and lift as proudly from the 
emryy and grow on the hill tops as though 
uilt of Egyptian or Parian marble. No dif- 
ference has been shown by these archi- 
tects; no jealousies have crept in among 
them, and the spirit that has manifested 
itself most is a friendly rivalry and an en- 
deavor among companions in a good cause, 
to excel each other by designing the crown- 
ing glory in the main picture of the Expo- 
sition. hese architects will design struc- 
tures that will awe by their size and charm 
by their grace and beauty. Some of the 
very best talent in America will work for 
the sculptural adornments of these bulild- 
ings and of the grounds around them. In 
this art of sculpture which appeals to all 
mankind, it is the desire of the people of 
St. Louis to make a presentation such as 
has never before been made to the people of 
these United States and I can assure you 
that this desire will be carried out if there 
is talent in this country to do it. 

“Besides the representation of human and 
animal forms, the grand entrances and 
logias of the structures have been so de- 
Signed as to afford to the great ural 
paws every opportunity to depict the 

istory and progress of our country with 
the charms of allegory and the poetry ot 
the brush. 

“We have no great lake at our doors 
from which to draw to form a tracery of 
water, but we have the grand hills of 
Missouri crowned with tho e forest trees 
which appeal to everyone, and on one of 
these hills which forms the end of the 
center axis of the main group of buildings 
will be placed our art, ali shaded by those 
trees and built, not with staff and plaster, 
but with steel and marble, and to be left 
by the people of St. Louis to the people toe 
come. From the crown of this hill the

Mr. George S. Johns of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch spoke of the ‘‘bacteriological

“T feel that St. Louis ought to be grateful 
to Chicago for these rich gifts of ife—these 
bacterio,ogical blessings—showered upon her 
in a never-ending stream. 

“In order that I might bring to you spe- 
cific thanksgiving, for particular favors to 
gent us on the wates of life, 1 have usted 
some cf these masterpieces of bacteria, 
fashioned in the microbe culture camps ol 
your prolific city. 

“I have noted their arrival in St, Louis, 
their appearance, manners, attire and hab- 
its, their colonization and culture, their in- 
stitutions and civilizations, their benevolent 
assimilation with St. Louisans and the sub- 
sequent effects upon blood and brain, the 
manners and customs of their hosts. 

‘The first comer of the microbe invasion 
who arrived by the all-water route was the 
bacillus World's Fairus, commonly known 
as the World's Fair Bug, a remarkable 
creature with one large optimistic eye, a 
towering dome of imagination, expansive 
but firm cheeks, a capacious and automo- 
bile mouth and an insinuating manner.

Gen. Wilson lived in St. Louls from :*72 
to 1875, being engaged at the time in build- 
ing a railroad that has since bec.ume a 
portion of the Louisville & Naahvi'le Rall- 
road. He was born in Shawneetown, IIl., 
and, in his youth, attended McKend-ee “‘ol- 
lege at Lebanon, Ill. There he was 4 
schoolmate of Gov. Charles P. Johneon .se 
left McKendree to enter West Po'nt and 
earned conspicuous distinction in the civil 
war, being made a major-general o* volun- 
teers. The general said to the Post-Dis- 
patch yesterday that he believed his com: 
mission as a major-general, date’ tn _S#, 
antedated the commission of any ther ma- 
jor-general in the world atill alive.

Following upon 
other large bond issues for railroada whose claims 
to earnings w:.ll take precedence of present stock 
issues and of new stock issues which will have 
equal claims with present issues, the effect upon 
speculative opinion was disquieting. 

Last week's great loan expansion by the New 
York banks which seemed to be ignored in the early 
part of the week, was given renewed considerat.on 
and revived anxiety over the rapid expanse.on of 
credits. It is true that the loan expansion of the 
New York banks since the first of the year has 
only been a little more than half as much as dur- 
ding the corresponding period of last year, while 
the replenishment of reserves has been mmuch near- 
er the increase of last year, so that the present 
condition of the New York clearing house banke is 
not materially different from that of last. year. The 
position of the New York bank:, as the holders of 
the greater part of the ultimate reserve for the 
whole country, has to be taken into consideration. 

New York trust companies have increased their 
loans on collateral to an enormous extent duing 
the past year while their reserves are on a 
with New York banks except for an — <9 cant 
part, and figure in the reserves of the banks. De- 
posits of interior banks in New York are included 
in the same way. The credit expansion the coun- 
try over has therefore increased the liability upon 
New York® bank reserves. This gives added in- 
fluence to any suggestion of financtal trouble in 
the interior, even where it is of small proportions. 

Money has continued easy in Wall street not- 
withetanding last week’s heavy inroads upon sur- 
plus reserves. When the money rate runs up to 
attractive figures, it is usual for the local trust 
companies to draw on their deposits with the 
banks to place loans. When the rate recedes to 
about the figure paid by the banks on deposits, 
the trust companies are likely to call ‘oans. and 
redeposit with the banks. This is likely to have 
the effect of exaggerating the tendency of the 
money market towards plethora or stringency, as 
the case may be. It is probable that loans are be- 
ing transferred at present from the trust com- 
panies to the banks, thus increasing the loan ac- 
count of the banks much more than the actual 
outstanding credits are increased. 

The money market has not had any gold ex- 
ports to reckon with this week. Opinion differs 
as to whether the export movement has ended or 
‘s only suspended. The Bank of Eng'and evidently 
has control of the London market and could make 
an advance in its rates effective on the money 
market, but the continental demand upon London 
for gold has relaxed and Berlin has been a free 
lender in London. A continuance of this latter 
condition would preclude the likelihood of further 
go'd exports from here. 

Some importance is attached to the decision to 
apply the loan tax of the war revenue law to call 
loans on stock operations on margin. The fre- 
quent shifting of these loans and of the collateral 
and the payment of the tax separately on each 
transaction would make the cost of such loans 
probibitory and wou'd cut off the largest part of 
the activity in the stock market. Some of the 
later selling of stocks is attributed to this cause. 

The increased number of railroads reporting de- 
creases in gross earnings compared with last year 
for the first week in February has not been with- 
ont effect on the market. These decreases are at- 
tributed to the great falling off in the grain move- 
ment. 

General merchandise traffic is reported to be 
well maintained. General conditiona of business 
are reported encouraging, and the demand for all 
grades of iron and stee' products is phenomenal. 
The general undertone of the market has, in con- 
sequence, shown firmness in epite of the specyla- 
tive profit taking. 

There has been a broad and active demand for 
bonds, which has tended to bring prices of many 
of the newer and lower grade issues toward the 
price level of the high grade investment mort- 
gages.

Europe Watches With Interest This

LONDON, Feb. 15.—The dispute over the 
attitude of the powers toward the United 
States prior to the Spanish-American war 
continues to take up columns of the Lon- 
don dailies. Opinion is much divided as to 
the wisdom of Lord Cranborne’s course in 
making his first statement on the subject 
in the House of Commons, and since the 
latter. developments the opposition to fur- 
ther disclosures by the British government 
has been strengthened into a determined 
protest. against the revealment of secret 
documénts relating to the negotiations of 
that period. 

Lord Cranborne’s statement of Friday, 
which was the result of cable dispatches 
exchanged between Lord Pauncefote and 
the foreign office, is probably the last word 
Great Britain will have to say on the sub- 
ject. 

It would be impossible, however, to over-

But There Is No Disposition to Keep 
the Controversy Going.

CANNOT REMEMBER WORDS. 


RESULT OF INJURY TO BRAIN 
FROM ASSAULT. 


It Was Located in the “Isle of Reil,’”’ 
and the Big Man Is Reduced t» 
the Condition of a Little 
Child. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 
: 

A woman held up before a man's face 
a piece of bread, slowly pronouncing the 


word. 

The man moved his lipe, gazing intently 
at the familiar object. Several times he 
assayed the word, but failed. 

Finally he managed to say “Ed.” 
The scene was not the ward of an asyJum 
devoted to the feeble-minded, but the Har- 


lem Hospital. 
The teacher was a trained nurse, the 
scholar a big policeman who had forgotten 
how to talk. 

AS Policeman George Petry struggled 
with the words the nurse held up before 
his eyes one object after another—a dish, a 
cup, a lead pencil, a glass, a sheet of 
paper. 

Some of these he was able to name after 
hearing the nurse call them out. But none 
of the names came spontaneously. He could 
originate nothing. He had to hear every- 
—— given its proper name before he could 
say it. 


“You know what this is?’ asked the 
nurse holding up a photograph. The police- 
~ <= hae pee his head, but could not say the 
word. 

‘You know what it is, but you cannot re- 
member the name—you have forgotten the 
word, is that it?’’ questioned the nurse. 
The policeman nodded his head. 

‘Try to remember it,’’ she said. 


Result of 

Fractured Skull. ! 
For several minutes the policeman _ re- 
flected deeply. His face twitched. His lips 
moved. Then he smiled and shook his 
head. «e 
‘‘A photgranph,” said the nurse. 
“Photograph, photograph,’’ said the po- 
liceman eagerly, a gleam of intelligence 
coming into his eyes. 

Policeman Petry is ey from a pe- 
cullar diseaze called aphasia. It was the re- 
sult of a fractured skull! received in a mur- 
derous assault upon him on New Year's 
ay. 

For two weeks after being received at the 
Harlem Hospital he had lain in an uncon- 
scious condition. Then, when consciousness 
returned, it was found that he could not 
speak All the mechanism of language 
pn s, however, intact, There was no paraly- 
sis 

From his inability to speak the doctors 
knew that Policeman Petry had received an 
injury of the brain, the location of which 
was in the “Island of Reil.”’ This little isl- 
and—so-called from its isolated position 
near the great fissure of Silvius, near the 
lower forward part of the brain—has been 
nnge by sclence to contain the speech cen- 
ers. 

Dr. A. Dudley Palmer of No. 678 Madison 
avenue, an expert on cranial wounds, who 
examined Petry at the Harlem Hospital, de- 
cided that the brain injury was located at 
the Island of Reil. In describing what was 
done on Petry’s skull Dr. Palmer said re- 
cently: 

“Tt lifted up the periosteum, or covering 
membrane of the bones of the skull, and 
then removed the portions of shattered 
bone, exposing the brain substance to view. 
It was found that the dura mater (cuter 
covering of the brain) and pia mater (inner 
covering) had been ruptured. 


Part of 

Brain Removed. 

“It was necessary to removo scme brain 
substance. I took out about enough to fill 


half a peanut shell and removed about a 
grain of gray matter. 

“A clot of blood had formed near the Is!- 
and of Reil, us we had suspected, and it 
was this that had affected Petry's speech. 
“His power of speech will undoubtedly 
come back to him, but I doubt very much 
na he will ever possess his former will pow-

Fach dav he was made 
familiar with well-known objects. until 
gradually his vocabulary has been partly 
restored to him. ; 7 
Though he has row left the hospital. the 
doctors have told him to talk with others 
as much as possible. This is the only way 
in which hs» will be able to pick up the 
threads of language.

When seen at his home, No. 251 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-second street, Police- 
man Petry said in answer to. an inquiry re- 
garding his health:

The whole word was spelled out, 
but even then he could not pronounce it un- 
til it was spoken aloud for him. 

The disease aphasia, under which Police- 
man Petry suffers, manifests itself in sever- 
al ways. Loss of the power to read is a 
form of aphasia, and is termed alexia. 

Agraphia is the loss of the power to write 
and usually acccmpanies loss of speech. 

The victim of aphasia usually has a com- 
plicated form of the disease, including de- 
rangement of vision and loss of will pow- 


er’. 
Disease of 4 
Aphasia Defined. 

There are no two cases of aphasia inden- 
tically alike. The formation of ideas, or 
concepts, is a complicated process which 
involves the whole surface of the brain 


more or less, Verbal or spoken ideas, for 
instance, contain motor (muscular) visual 
(seeing) and auditory (hearing) memory 
pictures. i 

The pronunciation of the word ‘‘bread 
was by no means an easy task for Police- 


man Petry. 

The concept ‘‘bread’’ is composed of a 
graphic picture, a sound picture and a 
motor memory picture. One picture is re- 
quired in order to call into play the muscu- 
lar movements needed to speak the word 
‘‘bread,’’ and another for the movements of 
the hand necessary to write it. 

The thought ‘‘bread’’ implies a mental 
picture—a sort of inner mind-sight; also a 
memory picture of the taste of bread, and 
a tactile sensation (in touching and ch w- 
ing bread)—the whole process being, as wilil 
be seen, quite complex. 

It is only when one is suffering from 
aphasia that scientists are enabled to sep- 
arate and trace these varied processes. 


Sometimes 
Caused by Fright. 


Aphasia is often caused by high emotion- 
al excitement and also by fright. Perscns 
say, “I was so mad I couldn't speak.” 
Others are ‘‘scared out of their wits’ or 
“stricken dumb.” This is aphasia. 

Some persons who cannot talk under or- 
dinary circumstances will, when excited, 
swear fluently. This fact is mention.d by 
Prof. H. Oppenheim of Berlin. 

Some victims of aphasia say meaningless 
words when they wish to express them- 
selves. Dr. Popham mentions the case cf 
one of his patients who, when asked what 
her Rushand sold, said: ‘He sells procties 
and pudding pans.’ She meant to say 
“brooches and bosom pins.’’ When aske 
how she felt she said, “‘Doctor, I feel bet- 
ter-warse.”’ 

Aphasia often results from acute fevers, 
especially typhoid, and of.en pneumonia. 
Exhaustion, loss of blood and inanition wi’ 
cause it. Polsoning by the drug santon:n 
has frequently brought on pronounced 
aphasia. It usually follows several injur’es 
to the head where internal hemorrhag?s 
are likely to occur and form blood clots 
over the speech centers.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 15.—William C. 
Wakefield of Flemington, the young man

for larceny.

BROTHER FOUGHT THE FIRE 


She Dropped Lighted Match Which 
Caught in Folds of Her Gar- 
ment and Ignited. 


Miss Theresa Roeper dropped a lighted 
match on her dress last night and her 
clothing became ignited. The blaze as- 
sumed such proportions that a neighbor 
who saw the young woman. running 
through the yard at the rear of her home 
thought that the house was on fire and he 
turned in an alarm tv the fire department. 
Miss Roeper is 30 years old. She lives 
with her mother on the second floor, at 
17283 South Eighth street. 

Last night at 8 o'clock she had occasion 
to leave the house and cross the yard at 
the rear of her home. It was quite dark 
and she lighted a match to find her way. 
She held the burning match above «wer 
head and stooped to remove something 
from her path. As she did «co the match 
dropped from her hands and caught in the 
folds of her dress, 

The flimsy material blazed up. In her ex- 
citement she turned and fled across the 
yard, The wind fanned the fire and, before 
the young woman had proceeded half wav 
across the yard, her body was completely 
enveloped in flames. 

Her cries for help were heard by her 
orother, Frank Roeper, who lives at 2119 
Menard street, and who was visiting h« 
mother and sister. Roeper rushed down the 
stairs to his sister's aid. 

As he reached her she fell unconscious 
lie removed his coat and wrapped her in 
it. The garment was smal! and only par- 
tially covered her body. 

The coat caught fire and the brother beat 
out the flames with his hands. Mrs. Roeper 
as soon as she realized what was occurring 
seized a blank»t and hastened to her 
daughter's assistance. The flames were 
finally extinguished and the young lady was 
carried upstairs, .

OPERA, VAUDEVILLE, MINSTREL, 
ATHLETICS AND MAGIC. 


W. S. Cleveland of Chicago Is Backing 
the Plan Which Is Engineered 
by Hugh Coyle, an Old 
Circus Man. 


Vaudeville, minstrelsy, comic opera, ath- 
letic events and moving pictures, all under 


canvas and for a single admission, are in- 


‘eluded in the plans with which Hugh Coyle 


of Chicago, an old circus man, proposes to 
startle the amusement world with the com- 


ing summer. 

With the backing of W. S. Cleveland, 
proprietor of a large minstrel and vaude- 
ville troupe and owner of a Chicago theater, 
Mr. Coyle plans to invade the domain in 
which the circuses have heretofore held 
sole sway. 

“The circus business has degenerated,”’ 
Coyle declares. ‘‘The public is weary of 
circuses, and the circus men are largely to 
blame for this. They have made them- 
selves unpopular chiefly by tolerating gangs 
of crooks and pilferers. The lack of new 
features in circuses in recent years has 
also caused a decline in their popularity. 

“So, this coming season, we are going 
to give the three ring fellows a fight for 
supremacy. They will put up a hard bat- 


last : 


wére greatly surprised, when last year he, 
showed them photographs of the coffin he 


tle. They have had warning of what is 
coming. For two summers past canvas 
theaters have been touring the country in 
summer. They have been organized princ- 
ipally in New York and hicago, and 
have made qa big success everywhere they 
have gone. Not less than 500 companies 
of this kind will be on the road the com- 
ing season. 

“Our scheme is to combine five big 
amusement features in adjoining water- 
proof tents with a great central tent and 
promenade. The whole will cover from 


‘eight to 10 acres. 


“One %0-cent ticket will admit to all, 
with a few seats in each tent reserved at 
10 and 15 cents extra. The show will com- 
mene at 1 every afternoon and last un- 

“The main central tent will have a 250- 
foot round top, with 60-foot middle pieces, 
and each of the smaller tents will have a 
thet round top with 60-foot widdle 
pieces. 


WILL BE LIKE A PARK. 


“In the central tent will be lunch tables 
and room for a promenade, with everything 
possible to make it like a park. 

“In one of the five tents opening into the 


main tent will be a comic opera company. 
with all accessories. In the next will be 
polite vaudeville. In the third will be a 
minstrel troupe. The fourth will be the 
athletic pavilion, with a ring for scientific 
sparring contests—the only ring there will 
be in the show. The fifth and last of the 
tents will have a display of moving pic- 
tures, varied with exhibitions of magic ana 
black art. 

‘‘We intend to get first-class performers 
in every one of these branches. Not !ess 
than 300 performers and 100 attaches will 
be employed. We will have our own sneci‘1l 
train, perhaps in two sections. 

“Tf anyone doubts that such an enter- 
prise will succeed, let him look at rhe suc- 
cess of the street fairs, where attractions 
of an inferior class; compared with ours, 
are displayed. 

“The tent itself will draw, and persons 
who have spent their money on circuses 
will se@ that we have something better for 
them than the old circus acts. We have no 
fear that we shall not compete successful- 
ly with the summer gardens. 

‘“‘We propose to start out in May to tour 
the large cities. We shall play in “hicago, 
Milwat kee, Minneapolis, St. Paul, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, New York, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Baltimore and Washington, from 3 
days to 3 weeks in each. We shall reach 
St. Louis about the first week in Jyly and 
shall stay at least a week. 


BONANZA FOR CHILD ‘ 
“Most cities have prohibitive taxes 
against circuses. We shall not have to e¢n- 
counter these, as the difference between 


our performance and a circus will be a 
clear one. We shall have no horses in our 
show, and no rings except the athletic ring. 

‘“‘We are confident our show will make a 
hit with the children. We shall have an- 
other advantage ov r the circuses in not 
being under the ban of the churches to 
they same extent that they are. No church 
forbids its members to attend minstrel per- 
formances.”’ 

Mr. Coyle, who is to be manager of the 
new enterprise, says that he is the inventor 
of the plan of summer theatricals under 
canvas, which has been carried out durin 
the past two seasons on a more modes 
scale than that of the new enterprise. Mr. 
Covle’s ideas on the subject of canvas the- 
atricals were published in the Chicago 
newspapers early in 1900, and the organiza- 
tion of companies soon followed. 

Besides a long career as a circus adver- 
tising man, Mr. Coyle was for many years 
in newspaper work of different kinds, and 
is the manager of a news syndicate.

New Jersey offers thé most hope, 
for there are only M9 women left over. In 
New Hampshire there are 830 more women 
than men, so the chances are not so bad 
there either, But New York has almost 
60,400 more women than men and little 
Rhody has 8000, The District of Colum- 
bia presents a-striking spectacle. There, 
in the home of government and in the cen- 
ter of the strenuous life, are 14,700 more 
women than men. Ten thousand of them 
are colored. 

Unmarried women who are willing to 
change that condition should hurry to Cal- 
ifornia, where 16,000 men couldn't pos- 
sibly get. a helpmeet within their own 
state. Texas is almost as poorly supplied, 
for 109,090 men would be left lonely tn a 
rush for the women folk. In Minnesota 
there are 113,586 men who are doomed to 
be bachelors if they remain in the state, 
and in Illinois 124,014 men couldn't get a 
partner if the entire population of the state 
were to try to pair off. 

In the entire United States men pre- 
ponderate by 1,815,007. The difference was 
still greater ten years ago. Since then the 
female side of the population has gained 
giightiy—a fraction of 1 per cent.

With almost 2,000,000 males, a girl would be 
foolish to do somebody else’s housework 
for $12 a month. 

Still there always is the comfort that no 
law compels a perapn to live up to 
the statistics concerning him. If each 
human being in the United States had tu 
do this, even the infant in arms, for in- 
stance, would have been compelled in the 
last year to drink 16 gallons of malt Naquor, 
for that is the amount that comes to each 
and every human being in the country 
when all that is consumed in a year is ap- 
portioned equally. 

The figures show also that if every in- 
dividual in the country did not get 24% 
bushels of corn and cornmeal lest year 
some unknown malefactcrs must have 
robbed the rest and overeaten themselves 
horribly on unearned cereals. For the ce- 
reals shown in these figures must have 
been eaten by somebody. This quantity 
“per capita” is what wags retained in the 
United States for domestic consumption. 

The sweet tooth of Americans has not 
‘ost ary of its weakness, for the consump- 
tion of sugar in the past year amounted to 
6 pounds for each person.

Sugar isn't the only thing that has “got- 
ten away” from you it you failed to get 
your share of it.

The cry about the terrors of oleomargar- 
ine appears to have been too loud, for all 
the oleomargarine on which internal reve- 
nue taxes were paid in the year amounted 
to only 13 pounds per head (or, rather, 
stomach).

Jennie Olivia had read the adage that 
“Satan finds some mischief still for idle 
hands to do,” and she wanted something 
to keep her hands busy.

mammas. Sometimes, at long intervals, 
Jennie Olivia’s grandmother called to see 
her and gave her a nickel. The girl used 
te wonder how long it would be before she 
could get 20 nickels and have $1. 

It seemed to her that a whole dollar was 
specifically the unattainable. Then came a 
revelation—she could earn money, as much 
as $3 a week.

ISS MARIA, the dear little lady, 
taught me how to make dolls, and 
that is my best luck. She used to 

make them, but she had so many orders for 
other sewing that brought more money that 
she said she would teach me, 60 that I 
might earn something. 

I do everything except paint the faces 
of the dolls. Miss Julia Hawthorne, a 
very kind lady, does that for me. 

First, I cut the pattern in white cotton

to leave room to put in the stuffing. I 
gencrally use sawdust for the filling. Cot- 
ton, I sometimes use, but sawdust is bet- 
ter. 

You see sawdust goes into the mean 
places, such as the fingers ard toes, 80 
much better than cotton. It is so much 
easier to fill with that material. 

When I get a doll. stuffed and sewed up, 
Miss Hawthorne paints the nose, eyes, 
mouth and ears on, and then I dress it 
and it is ready for the person who or- 
dered. it. 

I trim the underclothes in a narrow lace 
edge and make little dresses, with short 
waists and very full skirts, of gingham. 
You can choose any color of dress you 
like. 

I always give each doll a sun bonnet with 
wide strings, made of the same material 
as the dress, to complete the costume. 

I enjoy this work. I am very grateful 
to Miss Maria for giving me her patterns 
and showing me how. 

When Miss Maria doesn't need me I 
work at doll-making, and I am able to 
finish six, clothes and all, in a week. I 
could make three every day if I could de 
vote all my time to it. 

I make two sizes, 12 and 18 inches tall. 
For either size I get 50 cents. The ladies 
of the church give me orders and just now 
I have more orders than I can fill. I have 
six dolls to make, already ordered. 

I have sold 15 already and have $7.50 de- 
posited with the St. Louis Trust Co. I 
also have half a dollar in my room which 

[ am eaving till I get another doll de 
livered, then I'll add a dollar to my de 
posit. 

Until Miss Maria taught me to do this 
work I nevef had a cent of my own except 
now and then when my grandma visited me 
and gave me a nickel, and that was not 
very often. 

My plan is to keep all my money in the 
bank till I am grown. I shall need some- 
thing to lean on then, and it will be very 
nice to say that I earned my own money. 

The ladies who buy my dollies are very 
kind indeed. 
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Havana. His life has been remarkable for 
its activities.

He 
is one of the forceful men of France, and 
is known in every capital of Europe by the 
notables of letters and politics.

IVING in the heart of Paris is Rich- 
s ard Russell, an American Moham- 
medan, 

Strict as any native devotee to every ar- 
ticle of his Oriental faith, Mr. Richard 
Russell naturally follows the example of 
Mohammed and the doctrine of the Koran 
in possessing a plurality of wives, 

This, to Mr. Russell, is a mere incident 
of his religion, but it has caused a great 
deal of public comment, chiefly, perhaps, 
because in everything but his religious 
faith and his acquiescence in the Oriental 
custom of a plurality of wives, he is so 
typical and consistent an American, 

He is a tall, handsome man of #—not 
different in appearance from the ysual type 
of prosperous American banker and club- 
man, 

His father, a venturesome: Yankee trader 
who attained high prominence in Tunls and 
was for 80 years the confidential adviser of 
three successive rulers there, left his chil- 
dren a vast accumulation of wealth. Rich- 
ard Russell, now the only son left of the 
family, has increased his share tenfold. A 
large part of his money is invested in 
America. He has two sisters in Tunis, 
married to Arabians. 

A few days ago the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
eorrespondent accidentally beard that cer- 
tain steps had been taken at the consulate 
im connection with the death in Paris of a 
former Miss Gladys Vandercook, an Amert- 
ean, who had become one of the wives of 
@ Mussulman. 

Further inquiry proved that that Moham- 
medan husband also was an American, and 
that he and the rest of his wives were stili 
in Paris. 

Richard Russell certainly does not court 
publicity. When the correspondent called 
at his home, finally located in one of the 
most stately manzions of Paris, the lord 
and maaster of the place resented what he 
called “an inexcusable intrusion into his 
private affairs.’ 

But he was presently mollified and spoke 
thus

He settled there, became a 
friend of Ahmed Bey, who was supreme be-

sionary. 

“When Mohamed-es-Sadock succeeded 
Ahmed Bey my father, who had been the 
bosom friend and boon companion of the 
néw ruler—both being about of an age—nat- 
urally found hig situation at court made still 
more important. He had the title of ‘‘Caid’’ 
and was the most trusted adviser of the 
Bey. 

‘Shortly after their marriage, my father 
and mother beagme convinced that the re- 
ligion of Mohammed was the purest, most 
beautiful creed of all, if only properly un- 
derstood and followed. They were received 
into the new faith at the Kash-el-Said’s 
palace with extraordinary solemnities or- 
ganized by the Bey, who was greatly at- 
tached to both, and who felt highly elated 
at the conversion. The public rejoicing 
lasted five days. 

The following year my father and mother 
returned to the United States to visit thelr 
homes, relatives and friends. But they 
were both incapable of sailing under false 
colors. They proclaimed their new beliefs, 
which were instantly met with ignorant, 
bitter antagonism. My father was natural- 
ly indignant at this treatmen and my 
mother was almost hearbroken. They re-

turned to Tunis and never visited the United 
States after that, 

“I was born in New York in 1862 in he 
course of that visit. But I was reared 
in Tunis. 1 used to dress Iike a young 
native chief; I took part in all the fights 
against the wild tribes of Kroumirs and 
Ouchetas, who were constantly raiding and 
plundering the more peaceful ‘‘douars.’ 

‘My first wife, Whom I married when I 
was 16 years old, Was the very young widow 
of a famous hostile sheik whom our horse- 
men had killed while repulsing one of his 
periodical raids. She could have been my 
captive, but I made her my wife, and soon 
afterward my father allowed her to accom- 
pany me to England where I was sent for 
education. 

“She was a very fascinating ‘sauvage’ 
and created quite a sensation. I am afraid 
the change of climate was too sudden for 
her, as she died in London six months after 
our arrival." 


"Did you ever visit the United States?’’ 

“Tl went there in 1887. I frequently 
go over nowadays On business. My friends 
in the United States know that I am a 
Musselman, for when they come on this 
side I entertain them at home, and then, 
of course, they meet jet my family.

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ABRAHAM. BABYLONIAN 


An English Scientist Says Recent Discoveries Leave 
No Doubt as to the Culture of Abraham’s Time,

N BGYPT, Prof. Fiinders Petrie has 
I completed his work among the tombs 
" of the kings of the first and second 
dynasties at Abydos. It {s difficult to rea- 
- ize that only five or six years ago criticism 
so-called was still assuring us that Menes, 
the founder of the wnited monarchy of 
Beypt, and his immediate successors were 
“mythical” and ‘‘fabulous.’’” Now we know 
almost as much about them and the people 
over whom they ruled as we do about the 
Pharaohs of the fourth dynasty Art was 
far advanced: the system of hieroglyphic 
writing had long since been perfected, and 
@ “hieratic’’ or running hand nad even 
been formed out of it. The jeweler’s art 
had already reached a high state of per- 
fection: a geld cylinder of a Babylonian 
type has been found by Dr. Reisner with 
the name of Aha, or Menes, upon it, and in 
one of the Abydos tombs four exquisitely 
wrought bracelets have been brought to 
light, the alternating gold and turquoise 
plaques of one of which are inscribed with 
the same name. The tombs themselves are 
vast and stately structures, more especially 
that of Den, or Usaphaes, which was paved 
with huge slabs of granite from Assuan. 

Intercourse must have been carricd on 
‘with all parts of the known world. The 
gold, which contains a little silver, came, 
mccording to Dr. Gladstone’s anay'ss, 
from Asia Minor; the vases of obsidian, 
fragments of which have been found: in 
the tomb of Menes himself, from the island 
@f Melos, in the Aegean sea. There are 
shells from the Red sea, and indications 
of the use of the incense that was brought 
from Southern Arabia and the coast of 
Somaliland, while the seal cylinder and 
the employment of clay as a writing ma- 
terial {mply Babylonian influence. Indeed, 
the beads of lapis-lazuli which he'p to 
form one of the bracelets may have been 
imported from the mountains of Persia. 

Egypt was thus already connected with 
the rest of the civilized world both by 
land and by ‘sea. A few mites to the 
north of Abydos, near the village of Ma- 
hasna, the great brick tombs of two of 
the earliest kings of the third dvnasty 
lurve been discovered by Mr. Garstang. 
The largest of them is 30 feet above the 
surface of the ground and nearly 70 feet be- 
low it. The 18 chambers which the explor- 
er discovered here are approached by an 
arched passage and staircase which runs 
Gown through the middle of the edifice, 
from its top to its bottom. Huge portcul- 
lises of granite, let down from the open- 
.fngs in the brick roof, close the passage 
and cut off the approach to the chambers 
The sepulchre is what an old English writ- 
er would have called ‘‘magnifical,”’ and tes- 
tiies to a fact which 1s being impressed 
upon us by other recent discoveries, that 
the greatest architectural works of Eg pt 
belong to what has hitherto been regarded 
@s the beginning of its history. There is 
no longer any reason to question the Greek 
récord that Menes diverted the Nile from 
its former channel under the Libyan hi 1s 
by means of a dike which Mariette identi- 
fied with that of Koshesha. 

We must not forget that the bullding of 
the Tower of Babel, whose top should 
reach to Heaven, is placed by the biblical 
writer in the age which immediately fol- 
lowed the flood. It is possible that a Ger- 
man party of excavators who have been 
working among.the ruins of Babylon have 
found the site of this very tower. It has 
ugually been identified with the mount now 
called the Birs-i-Nimrud; but the Birs-i- 
Nimrud represents not the temple of Babel 
_@r Babylon, but that of the neighboring 
town of orsippa It is true that in the 
age of: Nebuchadnezzar Borsippa became 
merely a suburb of Babylon, but it was 
enc 


never forgotten that it had once been a sep- 
arate city, and up to the last it retained 
its original name. The Tower of Babe! 
must rather have been the great tower at- 
tached to the l'emple of Bel-Merodach in 
Babylon itself, a tower whose first founda- 
tion went back to the remotest antiquity, 
and which in subs quent ages was repeated. 
ly repaired and restored. 

The German excavating expedition, under 
Dr. Ko'dewey, has already been at work 
for more than two years. Its first discovery 
was the pulace of Nebuchadnezzar, in 
which Aloxander the Great died. 

The German excavators have had rivals 
in the work of exploration. Frenchmen 
also have been working in Babylonia, while 
the American expedition has been making 
fresh and important discoveries at Nippur. 
Foremost among these is the discovery of a 
library of clay books which had already 
been destroyed amd covered by the earth 
when Abraham was born. It is ca culated 
that it contained more than a hundred 
thousand tablets. Many of these have been 
brought to light, and they relate to all the 
various branches of knowledge and liter- 
ature that were studied at the time. The 
discovery has an important bearing on Old- 
Testament criticism and history. It dis- 
poses, once for all, of the idea that no writ- 
ten documents of the Abrahamic age could 
have descended to later times. On the con- 
trary, it was an age which in Babylonia 
had a long literary past behind it. The 
chief cities of the country possessed 'ibra- 
ries, and the books contained in them wefe 
made of imperishable clay. A contemipor- 
aneous record of events had long been 
kept, and an accurate system of dating had 
been invented. Babylonia was a trading 
community, and for the purpose of trade 
an exact registration of time was neces- 
sary. Contracts and leases had to be dated, 
and legal cases were constantly arising 
which demanded a system of chronology at 
once accurate and easy of reference. Trade 
and law have no room for traditional] or im- 
aginative history: : 

And Abraham, or Abram, it must be re- 
membered, was a Babylonian. His very 
name is found in a contract.dated in the 
reign of the grandfather of hls contempo- 
rary Amraphel, where it is given as the 
name of the father of an ‘“‘Amorite’’ of 
Canaan. He was born at Ur of the Chal- 
dees, now Muaqayyar, on the western bank 
of the Euphrates, where native Babylon- 
fans and Semites from Arabia and the west 
met and traded together. It had furnished 
Babylonia with more ‘than one dynasty of 
kings; one of them, indeed had immedi- 
ately preceded that under which Abraham 
was born, and among the records its kings 
have left us are references to,.the cam- 
paigns they tad carried on in the moun- 
tains of Palestine. 

Palestine, in fact, in the Abrahamic age. 
was a more or less submissive dependency 
of Babylonia. In his westward migration, 
‘therefore, the Hebrew patriarch was mere- 
ly passing from one part of the Babylonian 
empire to another. ' Hlarran, his resting 
place on the way, hed been founded by 
Babylonian princes, its name was of Baby- 
lonian origin, and its temple of the moon- 
god was the sister or daughter of that of 
the mood-god at Ur. Not only in his birth- 
place, but at Harran and in Canaan as 
well, Abraham was surrounded by the in- 
fluences of Babylonian culture, by libraries 
and schools where the clay books of Baby- 
lonia were stored and taught. There ts no 
more reason for doubting that he was ac- 
quainted with the past hisiory of ‘his coun- 
try, or that a literary record could have 
been kept of his own life, than there would 
be In the case of a British family which 
emigrates today from Fngland to Australia. 
The Tel-el-Amarna tablets have proved the 
literary character of the Mosaic age; the 
latest discoveries in Babylonia have now 
proved that the Abrahamic age was lit- 
erary also. 


EXPLORER SVEN HEDIN TELLS LONDON OF 


MARVELS OF FORBIDDEN THIBET

R. SVEN HEDIN, the explorer, has 
been entertaining London with nar- 
ration of what wonderfui and un- 

known lakes, cities, temples and people he 
has found in the interior of Thibet, to 
Which forbidden land he returns during the 
present year. 

Tt will be remembered that Dr. Hedin 
traveled down the Yarkand and [farim riv- 
ers to the Lob Nor region, tn which he 
made many excursions of the greutest 
Value to geographical science. But what 
Gelighted him most was the very impor- 
tant discovery he made of an ancient lake- 
bed which strongly confirmed the theury he 
savanced after his first journey in central 
Asia—that the ancient Lob Nor Lake was 
net identical with the lake which common- 
ty bears that name at the present day. 
Writing from Tiumen (Temirlik) at the end 
of last October Dr. Hedin announced his 
fntention of making two more journeys be- 
fore he set out on the jong march home, one 
@mong the mountains to the west of Ten:- 
irik, the other to the ancient lakebed he 
had discovered and the Kara-Koshun Lake, 
which he identified with Prjevaisky's Lob 
Nor. [t is with these two expeditions that 
his idtest letters dea). 

Starting on the first journey, to the great 
or westerly Kum-Kul, early tn November, 
Dr. Bven Hedin crossed and measure’ these

For 12 long and ard- 
uous days, during which they »ushed for- 
ward as rapidly as possible and covere:l, 
in spite of the slow rate of traveling ne- 
cessitated by the carefu] observations 
which Dr. Sven Hedin was continually 
taking, about 20 miles a Jay, not a drop of 
water was found. Fortunately, on the 
third day, the travelers came across some 
snow, and this just enabled the camels to 
last out until water was reached; otherwise 
they must inevitably have succumbed. 
Afte: this Dr. Hedin, with the ald of the 
trap he bad compiled tn March, 190. wnen 
he mace his great discovery In connection 
With the Lob Kor problem, was able to 
find Altimishbuluk quite easily, and from 
there to proceed with all his varavan to 
the rutne on the norchein shore of the an- 
cient lakebed. The camels were heavily 
laden with ice and after they had been 
sent back to the “bulak’’ Dr. Hedin was 
able to stay among the tuins for a week. 

During this time he was busily engaged 
compiling maps and Plans, taking photo- 
graphs, gathering together collections of 
various kinds and making excavations 
among the ruins.

Among the ruins Dr. Hedin found a beau- 
tiful Buddhist temple. in which he saw 
some most artistic wood carving. One of 
the representations was a iarge fish. and 
in this connection he mentions that one 
house contained a number of fish bones 
which were evidently the remains of fish 
exactly similar to those found today in 
Kara-Koshum Lake to the south. These 
facts Dr. Sven Hedin considers important 


as strengthening his claim to have found a 
lake bed which was actually filled not so 
many years ago, and which is the true site 
of the Lob Nor of the ancients. In the tem- 
ple Dr. Hedin further found a Buddha, 
carved in wood; and he also mentions as 
one of his “finds” a piece of wood which 
he describes as being about half the size 
of the sheet of notepaper he was writing 
on, on which there was writing in Thibetan 
characters. [In one of the Chinese letters. 
to which reference has already been made. 
the place is called Lo-lan, and there is also 
mention of the great road which it will be 
remembered Dr. Sven Hedin found running 
along the northern shore of the lake bed. 
which is said to join Lo-lan to Sa-dscheo 


Dr. Hedin brought away with him epeci-

Dr. Peterson believes the mounds were’ built by the American Indian 
within aratively recent time. He places the maximum age of the oldest of 
them at 1000 years. 

In his declaration that there were no ancient mound bnilders distinct from 
the: Indians, Dr. Peterson makes bold to throw down the gauntlet before Maj. 
John W. Powell, chief of the Smithsonian Institute, and almost every other 
American archeologist of repute. And he submits his challenge with much his-

Another argument advanced by the leov- 
ers of mystery in favor of a previous race 
of mound builders is the absence of tra- 
dition among the Indian tribes of today: con- 
cerning the building of the mounds. It 
is only by shutting up the senses against 
reason, history and facts that such argu- 
ment can be made.; There are a number 
of instamces on record where Indians point- 
ed out mounds less than 73 years ago, which 
they claimed to have erected, and in 1778 
Gen: George Rogers Clark was informed 
by the chief of the Kaskaskies that his 
tribe had built the Cahokia mounds somé 
generations back. But the caution inves- 
tigator will not pin his faith to Indian tra- 


dition under any circumstances, as there is 


probably not 4 single case on record where 
one of their traditions has been veritied 
if it related to matters occurring more 
than a century previous. On the other 
hand it is well known that a knowledge or 
traditon of the groatest events occurring 
within the life or histery of a tribe will 
not survive for the space of 100 years. Take 
as an example the expedition of Hernando 
De Soto. For four years, 1539 and 1543, he 
and his followers ravaged the several:tribes 
of the South, practicing every barbarity 
and infamy which Spanish ingenuity could 
devise and contrive, outraging, ensiaving 
and slaughtering them by thousands. Yet 
when the French and English came among 
these same tribes 110 years later there Was 


not a shadow of tradition in existence con- 


cerning De Soto or of any previous white 
men. This may be considered remarkabie 
when it Is recalled that De Soto abandoned 
his brass piece of ‘artillery, as a present, 
to a Muscogee chief. But the culverin and 
tradition of the white man were both lost 
with the lapse of a century. 7 
Taking up in chfonological order the 
known historica] facts concerning the erec- 
ext of. mee by American Indians, the 


first mention is found in the writings of 
Ciezar de Leon, who accompanied Pizarro 
in tis conquest and afterwards wrote a 
chronicle of Peru. On the upper conflu- 
ents of the Magdalena river were found 
several tribes of Indians in a district whicn 
is now a part of the United States of Co- 
lombia, who. erected earth tumuli after the 
manner of: the North America Indians. In 
writing of their burial customs De. Leon 
says: 

‘When one of the chiefs dies the people 
mourn for.-many days, cut off the hair of 
his wives, kill those who were most be- 
loved, and raise a tomb the size of a 
smal] hill, with an opening towards the 
rising sun. Within the great tomb they 
make a large vault, and here they put the 
body, wrapped in. cleths, and the gold and 
arms the @ead man had used when alive. 
Then -they take the most beautiful of his 
wives, und gsOme servant lads, make them 
drunk with wine made of maize and bury 
them alive in the vault, in order that the 
chief may go down to hell with compan- 
ions.”’ (Shipp, page €25.) 

The next reference, in order of time, to 
the mound building custom is found in the 
narratives of Doe Boto’s expedition threugh 
what is ow Florida, South Carolina, 
Georgia, , Aixbama.: Mississippi, Arkansas 
and Louisiana. here were six accounts 
of this expedition written within a few 
years after its disastrous termination. Five 
of the chronicles were written by mem- 
bers of the expedition, who witnessed what 
they related. One was written by Garctil- 
asso de la Vega, the Peruvian, whw col- 
lected his material from other narratives 
and from members of the expedition, a 
number of whom he met after their re- 
turn, . Three of ‘these narratives are no 
longer in existence, but we know some- 
thing of their contents from quotations 
tiade from them by tubsequent writers be- 
fore they were lost. Three of the stories 
still survive and it may be siated thar they 
all agree, in the main, as to the ceneral 
events of the expedition and on miuny of 
the minor matters in detatl The writers 
of these accounts spent four years (lo to 
1643) among the Creeks, Uchees, Chero- 
kees, Choctaws, Chickasaws, Natchez, 
Quapaws and Caddoes and had abundant 
time to learn much of their mode of life 
and the degree of civilzation to which they 
had advanced, 

Garcilaseco de la Vega, the most prolix of 
all these chroniclers, drops into a general 
description of all the Indian towns through- 
out the country explored, in describing the 


town of Ossachile. His language is as 
follows: 

“The town and the house of the cacique 
Ossachile were like those of all the other 
caciques of Florida. Therefore, without 
making a particular description of tris place 
and this house, it seems proper to give 
only a general idea of all the eapituis and 
ail the houses of the chiefs of the country. 
I will say, then, that the Indians endeavor 
to place their towns upon elevated places. 
3ue because, in Florida, they rarely meet 
with this sort of place, where they can find 
the necessary conveniences to bh iiid, they 
ruise thei;velves eminences [n tiis manrer. 
They chocse a place where they bring a 
quantity of earth which they elevate into 
a kind of platform; two or three pikes high; 
the top of which is capable of containing 
10 or 12 or 15 or 20- houses to lodge the 
cacique with his family and all his retinue. 
They then trace ,at the bottom of this ele- 
vation, a square place conformable to the 
extent of the village, which they would 
make, and around this place the most im- 
portant persons buiid their dwellings. The 
common, people lodge in the same manner, 
and thus they all environ the house of their 
chief. In order to ascend to it they draw, 
in a stra‘tght line, streets from top to bot- 
tom. They then make thes stairs ~with 
strong beams, which they put across, and 
which they square and join in order that 
the work may be more even. The steps 
of these stairs are seven or elght feet wide, 
so that horses ascend them without 4iffi- 
culty. However, the Indians steepen all] the 
other side of the platform, with the ex- 
ception of the stairs, so that they cannot 
ascend to it, and the dwelling of the chief 
is sufficiently strong. (Dook 2, chapter

in like manner, but more briefly, the 
towns are described throughout their long 
march, and when west of the Missiastppl 
river in the lowlands of Arkansas they took 
possession of Indian towns and lived in 
their houses on the mounds during the over- 
flow pertod of the river. In the last town 
at which they sojourved, before taking 


their departure for Mexico, the water broke: 


through the gates of the earth wall sur- 
rounding the town and interfered with, their 
procession on Palm Sunday. 

The walled towns described by the Span- 
fards can still be identified and the earth- 
works are identical in character with those 
found in Ohio, to which are attributed a 
yast antiquity by thé advocates of a’ verit- 
able mound building race, though the fitst 
white settiers in Ohio, 100 years ago, feund 


the stumps of the palisades: still remain- 
ing, not wholly decayed, In the extensive 
earth walls, while Lewis and Clark in 1904 
and Brackenridge in 1811 found the Man- 
dans and Arikarees stil] bufiding similar 
palisadoed earth walls about their villages 
on the upper Missouri river. 

In the latter part of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and early part of the elzhteenth, the 
I'rench explorers, traders and missionaries 
entered the lower Mississippi valley, where 
they found the Natchez and Tensas Indians 
leading the same Hfe.as-when first discov- 
ered by the Spaniards. 

Between 1683 and 1720 they are repeatedly 
described by Dé Tonti, St. Cosme, De La 
Source, Juutel, Cravier, Penicaut, La Petit, 
De la Harpe; Du Pratz and others. They 
were still mound builders and sun worship- 
ers and kept their perpetual fires burning 
in their temples. A few quotations may be 
in order to illustrate what the French writ- 
ers said of these tribes and their mode of 
life. Penicaut in Vi 744 writing of the Natchez 
Says: 

“The houses of the suns (chiefs) are built 
upon: mounds, and are distinguished from 
each other by their size. The mound upon 
which the house of the great chief or sun 
is built.is larger than the rest, and the 
sides of it steeper.” (Shipp, page 628.) 

Du Pratz .spent about 20 years among 
the Natchez and in 1720 wrote: 

“As: I was an intimate friend of ‘the 
sovereign of the Natchez, he showed me 
their. temple, which was about 30 feet 
square, and stands upon an artificial mound 
about eight feet high by the side of a 
small river (St. Catherine). The mound 
slopes insensibly from the main. front, 
which is northwards, but on the other sides 
it is somewhat steeper. 

“The house of the chief-is about 30 feet 
square and 2) feet high, and like the tem- 
ple is bullt upon a mound of earth about 
eight feet high, and 60 feet over on the 
surface.’ ¢Shipp, pages 627-29.) 

De La Harpe, writing of the Indians along 
the Yazoo river at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century; says: 

“The cabins of the Yasous, Courois, Offa- 
goula- and Ouspie are dispersed over. the 
country upon mounds of earth made with 
their own hands, from which it Js inferred 
that these nations are very ancient and 
were formerly very numerous, although at 
the: present time they hardly. number 260 
persons.”’ (12-Eth 653.) 

This language would seem to imply that 
there were many unoccupled mounds at 
that time, and a paragraph from. La Petit 
may serve to explain “that condition. He 
says of the Natchez: 

“They fraise an artificial mount. of soil 
on which they build the chief's cabin, which 
is of the same ¢onstruction as the temple, 
and when the great chief dies they demol- 
ish his-cabin and’ then’ raise a new. mound, 
on which they build the cabin of the one 
who is to replace him tin this dignity, for 
he never Jodges in that of his predecessor.”’ 
(12 Eth. €53.) 


The next Intelligent notice of the mounds 
and the Indians tn the south is by William 
Bartram, already mentioned. He found the 
Cherokees still oecupying théir mounds and 
many groups throughout the southern coun- 
try only recently. abandoned, This was in 
73 to 1777. It is perhaps better to quote 
him literally to flustrate a few examples 
of conditions then prevailing. 

His arrival at the town of Whatoga is 
described thus: 

“Riding through this large town, the 
road carried me, winding about, through 
their iittle plantations of corn, beans, etc., 
up to the council house, which was a very 
large dome or rotunda, situated on top of 
an ancient artificial mount, and here my 
road terminated. All before me and on 
every side appeared littie plantations of 
young corn, beans, etc., divided from ‘each 
other by narrow strips or borders of grass, 
which marked the bounds of each one’s 
property, their habitation standing in the 
midst.”’ (Bartram, page 384.) 


This language is so nearly identical with 
some of the descriptions given by the 
Spaniards 230 years previous that one might 
be easily confounded with the other. And 
the town of Cowee ts thus described: 

“The council or town house is a large 
rotunda, capable of accommodating several 
hundred people; it stands on top of an 
ancient artificial mound of earth, of about 
20 feet perpendicular, and the rotunda on 
the top ef it, being above 30 feet more, gives 
the whole fabric an elevation of about 6 
feet from the common surface of the 
ground.” (Bartram, page 365.) 

A number of abandoned Cherokee town 
sites are mentioned, but a description of 
one in Bartram’s own language will suf- 
fice. This was located in the Alleghenties, 
in North Georgia, and had formerly been 
called Stricoe when occupied by the In- 
dians. He says: 

“On these towering hills appeared the 
ruins of the ancient famous town of 
Stricoe. Here was a vast Indian mount or 
tumulus and great terrace, on which stood 
the council house, with banks encompass- 
ing their circus; here were also old peach 
and plum orchards; some of the trees ap- 
peared yet thriving and fruitful.” (Bar- 
tram, page 9843.) 

Mound building among the southern In- 
dians had probably ceased at this time, ex- 
cept for burial purposes, and this custom 
Partram describes as follows: 

"The Choctaws pay their last duties and 


take up the respective coffins and, follow- 
ing one another in order of seniority, the 
nearest relationg and connections attending 
their respective corpse, and the multitude 
foliowing after them, al! as one family, with 
united voice of alternate hallelujah and la-~ 
mentation, slowly proceed to the place of 
general interment, where they place the 
coffins in order, forming a pyramid, end, 
lastiy, cover all over with earth, which 
raises a conical hill or mound. Then they 
return to town in order of solemn procese- 
sion, concluding the day with a festival, 
which is called the feast of the dead". 
(Bartram, page 614.) ~* 

This method of community mound burial 
is confirmed in Roman's History of Florida, 
1775, in Morgan's League of the Iroquola, 
by Catlin, Brinton and others. 

Coming farther down towards the present 
we have the historical account by Lewis 
and Clark of a mound burial on the bluffs 
of the Missour! occurring in 182, while 
Beck’ a Gazatteer for Illinois and Migsourt,. 
1821. ‘gives an account of the erection of am 
immense memoria! earthwork over the body | 
of a popular Osage chief. 

Among the latest historic mounds te @ 
group of 15 near Ottumwa Io., covering the 
dead slain in a battia at that point about 
7 years ago between the Sacs and Foxes, 
led by Black Hawk and a force of the 
Omahas, (8. R. 1879, page 348), while at El-_ 
don, Jo., is a group of seven mounds mark- 
ing the interment of a band of lIowas. 
slaughtered by the same indomitable chief 
as late as 1830, and George Catlin deacribes 
the erection of a burial mound at the pipe» 
stone quarries in Minnesota occurring in 
1487. Numerous other mounds were cone- 
structed in New York, Pennsylvania, Ohlo, 
Michigan, Wisconrin and Mi*inesota, about, 
the close of the eighteenth and beginning of 
the nineteenth century, eye-witnessses to 
many of the events having lived down te 
within the past quarter of a century. 

The girdngest corroborative evitence as 
to the recent construction of many of the 
mounds exists in the articles of European 
manufacture found within them, in such 
positions as to exclude the idea of their 
having been introduced by Intrusive bur- 
lals, and it is a matter of regret that no 
scientific body or bureau has yet taken upon 
itself the inconsequental labor of compiling 
a complete catalog of such articles in thé 
form of a museum guide, handy reference 
book, or finding list, but it can be conserva- 
tively stated that such a list would amount 
to thousands of articles. 

Most of these articies necessarily come 
from the burial mounds, as but few objects 
were interred within the large memorial, 
domiciliary and ceremonial mounds, yet @ 
few important discoveries have been madé 
in these. A couple of instances may bé 
ctted to show that all of the large memorial 
mounds were not bullt by a _ prehistorie 
race, while the smalier sepulchral mounds 
were rented by the common Indian, which 
contention is the last resort of the Mahate 
mas of archeology, in the United States, 
when confronted with the evidence found 
in the burial mounds. 

In 1838 a large conical mound, 70 feet in 
height, situated 10 miles from Wheeling, 
W. Va., on Grave creek, and known es the 
Grave creek mound, was explored and, in 
the center of the base, was found a burial 
vault, containing one male and one female 
skeleton. Haff way between base and apex; 
in the very heart of the cone, was found 
another vault, containing one skeleton, that 
of a male. With this latter was found @ 
small inscribed stone. The characters were 
intelligible to savante and philologists ip 
varying degree, according to whether they 
held one side of the stone up, or the othery 
in reading the same, whether they taxe@ 
the imagination more or less. The char- 
acters were pronounced Phonician, Runia, 
Old Mrse, Kelt-iberic and probably of halg 
a dozen other obsolete tongues. Three of 
the most profound scholars in the world 
gave three several translations of the ins 
scription as unlike—ever one to the oth- 
ers—as the lights of imagination of th 
geveral transiaters could permit. Some 
years ago, when my attention was frst .

that the inscription was Archaic Cherokee 
writing, and I have since been assured by 
a competent Cherokee scholar and pro- 
fessional translator that part of the inscripe 
tion, at least, is eusily read and is intelll- 
gible. One of the most noted Amerion ane 
thropologists, who by misfortune is we@ded 
to the Mahatma school, pronounces the 
stone and the inscription a fraud. 

Another memorial mound situated on the 
Gcilote river in Ohio was carefully excae 
vated and its contents examined, about 1816, 
in the presence of Mr. Caleb Atwater, & 
most accurate observer, and he reported 
that among other articles found fn connec 
tion with the solitary skeleton located af 
the center of the base was an elk-horn Date 
die of a small sword or iarge. knife, with 
a «ilver ferule on the end of the Handle and 
the oxide in positicn showing where the 
hiade hed been, though tt had entirely dis- 
integrated. ! belleve no one ever doubted. 
the aceuracy of Mr. Atwater’s report ex- 
cept the same eminent authority mentione@ 
in prececing paragraph. He has had the 
harethvood to say that Atwater was not an 
accurate observer, and that his report is
